And Whereas, There may be honest differences of opinion as.to the merits 
of this law, yet all good citizens agree that so long as it is a law it is the 
duty of those in charge of it’s enforcement to employ every fair and legitimate 
means to maintain and enforce this law; #¢ 


And Whereas, Our statutes now give to the Board of Examiners of the State 
of Montana the power to appoint special officers, not to exceed six, for the pur- 
pose of enforcing this law, such officers to be paid exclusively from the law en- 
forcement fund, a fund maintained solely from fines collected from violators of 
this law; 


And Whereas, This presents a situation, that may be subject to much 
abuse, in that such special officers have a pecuniary interest in the outcome of 
trials wherein they are witnesses, and vitally concerned therein in order to keep 
said law enforcement fund replenished to the end that they may be paid for their 
services, which situation may become an incentive to give exaggerated testimony 
or worse. 


And Whereas, A law so pregnant with possibilities for abuse can be admin- 
istered only by the most honest and highest type of special officers. 


And Whereas, The rumor has for a long time been current in the State of 
Montana that such special officers so employed by the State have not always 
been of a type to whom the State can safely entrust the enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law, in that it is current rumor that one of said special officers, now 
and for a long time in the employ of the State as a special officer and as chief 
of the prohibition force of the State of Montana at a salary of $3600.00 has here- 
tofore in a federal court, been convicted of accepting a bribe while acting as an 
officer of the Federal government; that it is further widely rumored that an- 
other special officer either now in the employ of the State or heretofore in it’s 
employ is an exconvict of the Montana State prison, and in the public press of 
the 4th day of January 1923 it was detailed that authorities for Montana had in- 
stituted condemnation proceedings against the automobile of this same State 
prohibition offiecr for a violation of the Federal liquor laws, and that he had 
been arrested for a violation of the Federal liquor laws; that the records of the 
District Court of the First Judicial District of the State of Montana, in and for 
the County of Lewis and Clark, will show that another purported prohibition 
officer of the State of Montana had prior to his employment as such been con- 
victed of a violation of the same law that he was employed to enforce. 


And Whereas, Such condition of affairs, if it be true, is inimical to the 
best interest of the State of Montaua, positively destructive of law enforcement, 
and is contrary to the ideas of those who have the interest of prohibition at 
heart. 


Therefore Be It Resolved, That this House appoint a committee of five from 
it’s membership to investigate the serious conditions referred to in this resolution, 
such committee to have power to call witnesses, and examine them under oath 
and to investigate generally the state prohibition forces of Montana and to report 
to this body their findings and conclusions, as expeditiously as their labors may 
permit.

(b) A committee of three members of the Senate, appointed by the Presi- 
dent, whose duty it shall be to consider and investigate the administration of 
public affairs by all the executive depiartments and executive officers of the 
state government, and to make full report to the Senate upon the conduct of 
all the business of said several executive departments and executive officers, 
the expenses of their respective administrations, and make such recommendations 
to the Senate as in the judgment of the committee may be wise and expedient 
to the end that all such executive departments and executive offices may be con- 
ducted in the most economical way consistent with the public service and that 
any abuses, extravagances, unnecessary expenditures or any violations of law, 
which may be discovered may be corrected. 


(c) A committee of three members of the Senate, appointed by the Presi- 
dent, whose duty it shall be to consider and investigate the conduct and admin-- 
istration of the affairs of all of the state institutions, including the educational in- 
stitutions of the state, and to make a full report to the Senate upon the con- 
duct of all the business of the said several state institutions, including educational 
institutions the expenses of their respective administrations, and make such rec- 
ommendations to the Senate at in its judgment may be wise and expedient to 
the end that all such state institutions may be conducted in the most economi- 
cal way consistent with the public service, and that any abuses, extravagances, 
unnecessary expenditures or any violations of law, which may be discovered, 
may be corrected. 


And Be It Fifrther Resolved, that said committee, and each of them, are 
hereby empowered to hold hearings, subpoena, swear and examine witnesses, 
and to do all things necessary to carry out the purposes of this Resolution. 


And Be It Further Resolved, that said several committees hereinbefore 
mentioned shall be, and each of said committees is, hereby authorized, at their 
or its election and not otherwise, to hold any joint hearings which to such com- 
mittees, or either of them, may seem expedient with any like committee appointed 
by the House of Representatives, having the same duties and consisting of the 
same number as such committees of the Senate.

“Resolution introduced by Swift, providing for the appointment of three sev- 
eral committees, and providing for their powers and duties 


Whereas. A communication from the Senate informs the House that three 
several committees consisting of three members each, have been appointed by the 
President of the Senate to: 


(1) Consider and investigate the administration of public affairs by all 
state boards and commissions, the expenses of their respective administrations, and 
make such recommendations to the Senate as in their judgment may be wise and 
expedient, to the end that all such state boards and commissions may be conducted 
in the most economical way consistent with the public service, and that any 
abuses, extravagancies, unnecessary expenditures, or any violations of the law 
which may be discovered, may be corrected. 


(2) To investigate the administration of public affairs by all executive de- 
partments and executive officers of the state government and to make a full re- 
port to the Senate upon the conduct of all business of said several executive 
department's and executive officers, the expenses of their respective administrations, 
and make such recommendations to the Senate as in the judgment of the commit- 
tee may be wise and expedient to the end that all such executive departments and 
executive offices may be conducted in the most economical way consistent with 
public services, and that any abuses, extravagances, unnecessary expenditures, or 
any violation of the law, which may be discovered, may be corrected. © 


(3) To investigate the conduct and administration of the affairs of all 
state institutions, including the educational institutions of the state, and make 
a full report to the Senate upon the conduct of all the business of the said several 
state institutions, including educational institutions, the expenses of their respec- 
tive administrations, and make such recommendations to the Senate as in its 
judgment may be wise and expedient, to the end that all such state institutions 
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may be conducted in the most economical way consistent with the public service, 
and that any abuses, extravagances, unnecessary expenditures, or any violations 
of law, which may be discovered, may be corrected; and 


Whereas, The following motion by Oker of Lewis and Clark in the session 
of the Sixteenth Legislative day was duly made and carried, to-wit: 


“In view of the invitation that was extended by the Senate, requiring us 
to appoint three committees to co-operate with like committees from the Senate 
in the investigation of the civil government, I hereby move that the Chair appoint

ments and executive officers of the state government, and make a full report to 
the House upon the conduct of all the business of the said several executive de- 
partments, and executive officers, the expenses of their respective administrations, 
and make such recommendations to the House as in the judgment of the committee 
may be wise and expedient, to the end that all such executive departments and 
executive offices may be conducted in the most economical way consistent with 
the public service, and that any abuses, extravagances, unnecessary expenditures 
or any violations of law which may be discovered, may be corrected; and 


(3) That the third committee provided by the motion by Oker, shall con- 
sider and investigate the conduct and administration of the affairs of all state 
institutions, including educational institutions of the state, and make a full report 
to the House upon the conduct of all the business of the said several state insti- 
tutions, including educational institutions, the expenses of their respective adminis- 
tration, and make such recommendation to the House as in its judgment may be 
wise and expedient, to the end that all such state institutions may be conducted 
in the most economical way consistent with. public service, and that any abuses, 
extravagances, unnecessary expenditures, or any violation of law, which may be 
discovered, may be corrected. 


And Be it Further Resolved, That said committees and each of them are 
hereby empowered to hold hearings, subpoena, swear and examine witnesses, and 
do all things necessary to carry out the purposes of this Resolution. 


And Be-It Further Resolved, That said several committees hereinbefore men- 
tioned, are hereby authorized and directed to co-operate in as full a measure as 
possible with the like committees appointed by the president of the Senate. 

And Be it Further Resolved, That each of the committees hereinbefore named 
is directed to proceed with investigations hereby imposed upon it and to make a 
report to the House of the resuits of its investigation and its findings, and con- 
clusions, as soon as possible.” 

Since the resolution called for an expenditure of money, Mr. Speaker referred 
same to the Committee on Appropriations. 

The following resolution was introdiced by Tawney, and motion of Scharni- 
kow was referred to the Committee on Appropriations: 

“Whereas, Legislation pending in the Wighteenth Legislative Assembly of 
Montana contemplates and if enacted will restrict further “Federal Aid Highway” 
construction to projects in process of completion; and 
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Whereas, In that event much more money may be realized from the gasoline 
tax than will be needed to supervise, complete, and maintain Federal and ‘State 
highway projects; and

among others grain growers; and 

Whereas, It is believed that the use of State controlled storage facilities 
in some one or more of our grain marketing centers will yield great advantage to 
our grain growers, individually and collectively, by giving them control of the 
time of selling their grain rather than have the sale thereof controlled by their 
necessities, and by giving them the advantage of the collective or co-operative 
marketing of large quantities of certain grades and qualities of wheat and any 
premium that may be demanded and obtained for such grades and qualities when 
sold in quantities; therefore 

Resolved, That the Committee on Appropriations be and it hereby requested 
and instructed to ascertain and report whether it be possible to set aside and 
appropriate five hundred thousand ($500,000.00) dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary as a revolving fund to be used by the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture in renting or leasing storage facilities in some one or more of the grain 
marketing centers for the storage of Montana wheat, and in aiding Montana 
wheat growers to avail themselves of the advantages of such storage facilities, as 
well as the financial aid which may be provided by Federal legislation. It being 
intended that such facilities and the operation thereof shall be provided Montana 
grain growers at actual cost, and without other cost to the State than that in- 
cident to State supervision and control and the use of such revolving fund.

We, a minority of your Committee on Irrigation, having had under considera- 
tion House Joint Resolution No. 1, for the appointment of a joint committee 
of the House and Senate to investigate and report upon the affairs and arrange- 
ments of the Toole County Irrigation District, do hereby respectfully report: 


Whereas, On the 23rd day of January, 1923, your committee had before it 
at a meeting called for the purpose of consideration of said Resolution proponents 
and friends of said Resolution favoring the adoption thereof who were given full 
opportunity of presenting their views, and at the same hearing were present a 
large number of land owners within and officers and employees of said irrigation 
district opposing said resolution; and 


Whereas, On account of the lateness of the hour there was not sufficient 
time, to-wit, not over thirty minutes for the opponents of said resolution to be 
heard; and 


Whereas, At said meeting only 12 of the members of the committee were 
present and when the vote on the resolution was taken apparently a tie vote of 6 to 
6, and at a second and Subsequent vote one member of said committee was 
erroneously reported as voting in favor of reporting favorably on said resolution, 
when in fact he had voted against such report, thus erroneously making it 
appear that a majority of this committee had voted in favor of a favorable report 
thus causing confusion and uncertainty as to the true vote of the committee on 
such resolution; and 


Whereas, By reason of the short time alloted to said opponents they were | 
unable to be heard as fully as the nature of this resolution entitled them to be 
heard, thus preventing your committee from getting such complete information 
as we believe is necessary to intelligently and fairly pass upon the merits and 
necessity of said resolution; and 
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Whereas, There has been brought to the attention of your committee since 
said hearing the following alleged facts which your committee did not obtain at 
or prior to such hearing, namely: 


Ist. ‘That the State Examiner, through his deputies has two or three times 
made a full and complete investigation of and report upon the books, records and 
affairs of said Toole County Irrigation District showing that the books and 
records thereof had been kept in first class condition and were full and complete 
and that the affairs of the district appeared to be running and conducted in a 
business like manner. 


2. That within the last year there have been duly selected, impaneled, and 
sworn a legal grand jury in said County of Toole at the county seat thereof at 
Shelby, at which is kept the offices of said irrigation district, and at the request 
of John Cavit, he appeared before said grand jury as a witness complaining and 
asking that the affairs and officers and employees of said district be investigated, 
said John Cavit being the only person, besides representatives from said Toole 
County, who introduced said resolution and who appeared before this committee; 
that before said grand jury also appeared, at the request of said jury, a Deputy 
State Examiner of this State who had just made a special examination of the 
books and records of said irrigation district, and that after having such evidence 
as was brought before it, and as it could obtain, said grand jury decided and re- 
ported that there was nothing in connection with the affairs of said district re- 
quiring an investigation or further examination, and failed and refused to find 
or report any indictment against any of the officers or employees of said district; 
and 

Whereas, It is the belief of your committee that if a little more time had 
been given to the opponents of said resolution at said hearing the following facts 
would have been developed, among others, namely, 

1st. That among 926 land owners within said district less than 9 per cent 
thereof had in any manner shown their dissatisfaction with the organization or 
management of said district, or the administration of its affairs. 


2nd. That all of the commissioners of said district had been twice reg- 
ularly elected since the organization of said district, and their appointment as 
such. 

3rd. That said commissioners have at all times given the utmost publicity 
to all their acts, records, proceedings, and contracts with engineers, attorneys, and 
employees, all of which have at all times been open to inspection and examina- 
tion by every land owner in the district. 

4th. That all the work and expenditures of the engineers have been done 
and made that can be done without a construction bond issue upon the petition 
of a majority in number acreage of the land owners of the district. 

5th. That the fees and percentages of the engineers and attorneys are rea- 
sonable and below the average for such services. 

6th. That the percentage of delinquencies in payment of taxes have been 
practically no greater on lands within the district than those outside of it and 
within said Toole County, or adjacent counties, and that such delinquencies have 
been due to drouth, climatic and insect pest conditions, and would not have oc- 
curred beyond a very limited degree except for such conditions. 

7th. That the water supply is adequate and ample as shown by United 
States geological survey of the streams and sources of supply to assure at least 
one and one-half acre feet per acre per annum for over 200,000 acres in the 
district. 

8th. The engineering and financial features of the district and project have 
been examined and approved by some of the best engineers and financial agents 
and experts of the northwest, and that the maximum cost per acre will not ex- 
ceed $50.00. 

9th. That the total expenditures to this date including expenses of organiza- 
tion is $344,004.36, while the district as organized and over which this cost is 
spread includes 282,000 acres, and of irrigable land over 200,000 acres or $1.22 
per acre for 282,000 acres or $1.72 per acre for 200,000 acres. 

10. That the present total outstanding indebtedness of the district is $245.- 
892.55, while the cash on hand is $24,541.62. Taxes levied and delinquent now 
are $132,482.23—leaving a. net debt of $97,758.70.

We, your Special Committee, appointed to investigate state offices and state 
executive derartments beg leave to submit the following partial report. That we 
have made a careful examination, pursuant to the terms of the Resolution, of 
the office of the Clerk of the Supreme Court of the State of Montana and beg 
leave to report as follows: 


That we find that the yearly appropriation for this department amounts to 
about $51,000.00. This sum covers the salaries of the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
and his own assistant. It also covers the salaries of the Supreme Court Judges 
and all their clerical help and the expense of the publication of all the books 
and documents which come from the Supreme Judicial department of the State 
of Montana. ; 


The office of the Clerk of the Supreme Court has been conducted along the 


‘same lines at about practically the same annual expense for a number of years. 


Your committee has nothing but the highest praise for the manner in which the 
office has been handled and the way that the expense has been kept down both 
by the Supreme Court Judges and the Clerk of the Supreme Court. 


In addition to the appropriation of $51.000.00 annually, we find that the 
office receives in the way of license fees from lawyers and fees collected for the 
filing of papers, approximately $7,000.00 annually. The fees collected for the 
Fline of raners eo into the general fund and the license money collected from the 
lawyers of the State is used for the purpose of holding bar examinations and 
paying the expense of disbarment proceedings which amounts annually to $700.00 
or $800.00: the remainder being turned over to the State Law Librarian for the 
purpose of buying books for the state law library. 


After making a thorough investigation of this office and consulting the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Montana with reference to same, we recom- 
mend that after June 30th. 1923. no annronriation be. made for the Supreme 
Court Commission. The appropriation made for this commission two vears ago 
was Twenty Thousand ($20,000). We believe this amount can be saved without 
in any way interfering with the handling of the business of the Supreme Court 
of the State. The Supreme Court will be in such shape by July 1, 1925, that 
they will not need the services of the Supreme Court Commission and with a 
small allowance for additional stenographic help in case of necessity, the Supreme 
Court will be able to function efficiently and_ satisfactorily without the services 
of the Supreme Court Commission. 

We therefore recommend to the Finance and Claims Committee of the Senatr 


that no appropriation be made for the Supreme Court Commission ‘after the pres- 


ent fiscal year has closed, June 30, 1923, and we further recommend that the 
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Finance and Claims Committee allow the Judicial Department an extra Thou- © 
sand ($1000.00) to cover needed stenographic help in that department in case of — 
necessity and in the event that it is not necessary to use this sum or all of it, 
that whatever is not needed revert to the general fund.”’

Mr. Speaker : 

I am directed by the Senate to inform your MHonorable Body that 
the following partial report of the special committee to investigate state 
offices and state executive departments was submitted: 

Mr. President: We, your special committee, appointed for the purpose 
of investigating state officers and state executive departments beg leave to 
submit the following partial report with reference to the office of Adjutant 
General of the State of Montana. 

We find that this office will cost the state for the past fiscal year and 
the present fiscal year approximately Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars 
per year, that in addition to this sum the government of the United States 
is settting aside around Fifty ($50,000.00) Thousand Dollars annually for 
the purpose of paying expenses and wages of the National Guard and the 
expenses of their training. This is presented to the state free of charge. 

At the present there are about six hundred (600!) men in the Montana 
National Guard. It is the hope of the Adjutant General to increase this to nearly 
double the present number allowing for possible failure to muster in that 
many men in the National Guard and assuming that the State of Montana 
would have one thousand (1000) men in its National Guard for the next two 
fiscal years this committee believes that the sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,- 
000.60) Dollars for each year appropriated for that department should be 
sufficient to cover all existing necessities including the salary of the Adjutant 
and his stenographer; also taking care of the State Armory and also for 
National Guard maintenance. 

An investigation of the budget will show that for the next biennium the 
sum of Sixty Thousand Five Hundred Fifty Five ($60,555.00) Dollars is being 


asked of this Legislature. This committee believes that Forty Thousand 


($40,000.00) will cover all possible needs.

Mr. President: We, your special investigating committee, appointed to 
investigate state officers and state executive departments, beg leave to sub- 
mit a partial report concerning the office of State Engineer. 

We find that for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1922, there was approp- 
riated for this office the sum of $13,852.50; that in addition to this there was 
received $3,097.50 from the Carey Land Act fund. This appropriation goes 
mainly toward the payment of salaries and traveling expenses of the State 
Fngineer and his assistant. 

Under the laws of this state, the State Engineer has some duties con- 
cerning irrigation districts and certain work with reference to the Carey 
Land Board which must be fulfilled; likewise under the law the Montana Ir- 
rigation Commission also has certain duties, each department maintaining a 
corps of Engineers whose work it seems to your committee is more or less 
of a duplication and an unnecessary expense. This however, is the fault of 
the Legislature. Under present existing conditions, both the Montana Ir- 
rigation Commission and the State Engineer are functioning in irrigation 
districts of the state and we believe that owing to the present situation it 
would be unwise to abolish either just at this time. We believe however, 
that a step should be taken by this Legislature toward the appointment of a 
commission for the drafting of irrigation laws suitable for the needs of the 
State of Montana and that the same be placed under the administration of 
one head with one set of Engineers to do the work. This will be a saving and 
a great step toward efficiency. 

Under the present law it is costing the State of Montana nearly $8,200.00 
a year for the measurement of streams under the office of the State Engineer. 
This work is also being done by the U. S. Geological Department and it 
strikes your committee that this work could be handled by the State of Mon- 
tana in another way and save the sum of $8,200.00 each vear. The engineers 
working under the Montana Irrigation Commission have plenty of time to do 
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this work in addition to their other duties without extra expense to the State, 
and we believe that they should be required to do it under the law; especially 
so in our Opmion when the saving of $8,200.00 a year can be accomplished. 

Therefore, we, recommend that the duties with reference to the measure- 
ment of waters of the streams of Montana be placed under the supervision of the 
Montana Irrigation Commission without any additional help and without extra 
expense of the state, and that the Finance and Claims Committee of the 
Senate be requested to make no appropriation for this work for the ensuing 
liennum, and that the law be changed to place the duties of this work with 
‘the Montana Irrigation Commission.

THIRD READING OF HOUSE BILLS 


House Bill No. 27, introduced by Brandjord: A Bill for an Act to submit 
to the qualified electors of the State of Montana an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Montana, adding thereto a new article, providing for the 
acceptance and administration by the State of gifts, donations, grants and 
legacies for the creation of a State permanent revenue fund, for the creation of 
a state permanent school fund, for the creation of a permanent revenue fund for 
the University of Montana, and for the benefit of other useful, benevolent and 
worthy objects; and authorizing the State to administer other funds together 
with those hereinbefore indicated. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 

Section 1. That the Constitution of the State of Montana be amended as 
hereinafter provided, and that the question of such amendment be submitted to 
the qualified electors of the State of Montana for their approval or rejection 
at the general election to be held in November 1924. 

Section 2. That the Constitution of the State of Montana be amended and 
the same is-hereby amended, by adding thereto a new’ article to be known and 
designated as Article Twenty-one (21), reading and being as follows: 


Article XXI. 


Section 1 (of Article 21). The State of Montana does hereby agree and 
covenant to accept from any natural person, or persons, from inside or outside 
the staie, gifts, donations, grants and legacies in any amount or viiue not less 
than two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) each, for the creation of a state perma- 
nent revenue fund, for the creation of a State permanent school fund, for the 
creation of a permanent revenue fund for the University of Montana, and for 
the benefit of scientific, educational, benevolent and charitable work, subject, 
however, to all the provisions and limitations of this article. 


Section 2 (of Article 21). The State further agrees and covenants to hold 
in trust all such contributions (gifts, donations, grants, and legacies), to admin- 
ister the same perpetually, and to apply the net earnings thereof as therein di- 
rected, subject, however, to the provisions and limitations of this act. 


Section 3 (of Article 21). The original amounts of all contributions for the 
State permanent revenue fund, for the State permanent school fund, and for the 


permanent revenue fund for the University of Montana, shall be added to such 


funds respectively and become inseparable and inviolable parts thereof. Contri- 
butions for other chiects may conteir a provision to the effect that the net 
earnings thereof, or part of the net earnings, shall be added to the principal for a 
certain length of time, or until it has reached a certain amount, or until the 
happening of a certain event; but such contingent event shall not be more 
remote than permitted by the laws affecting perpetuities, but no contribution 
containing such provision as to accumulation shall be accepted by the State until 
it has been approved by the supervisory board hereinafter constituted, which 
board shall have power to reject any such contributions that it may deem un- 


wise. 


J 
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Section 4 (of Article 21). The State Treasurer shal] keep a permanent 
record of all such gifts, donations, grants and legacies, showing the names of 
the givers, the purpose of the contribution, and other essential facts relating 
thereto. A duplicate of this record shall be kept by the Secretary of State. 
These records shall be preserved perpetually as a lasting memorial to the givers 
and their interest in society. The Legislative Assembly shall from time to time 
make provision for suitable publicity concerning these benefactors of their 
fellowmen. 


Section 5 (of Article 21). The same State board and officers that have 
charge of the investment and administration of the public school fund of the 
State shall have charge of the investment and administration of all the funds 
administered under this article. All these funds shall be invested as one com- 
mon fund to be known and designated as the Montana Trust and Legacy fund. 
In ease any contribution is in some other form than cash, such board shall con- 
vert it into cash as soon as practicable. 


Section 6 (of Article 21). All investments of these funds shall be safely 
and conservatively made. Preference shall be given to long term loans secured 
by first mortgages on town and city homes or on cultivated and producing farms 
in this State free from all prior hens and encumbrances, and also to Montana 
bonds issued for educational purposes. All such loans and bonds shall be pay- 
able on the amortization plan. No loan in which the security is a mortgage 
shall exceed fifty per cent of the actual cash value of the real estate given as 
security. No farm loan shall be for a longer period than forty years, and no 
loan secured on residence property shall be for a longer period than twenty 
years. No loan secured on town or city property shall be made until the par- 
ticular town or city and subdivision thereof in which it is located has been 
accepted and approved by the State board, having charge of the investment, as 
‘ permanently established, having an assured future and being in every way safe 

security for these investments. Investment may also be made in other safe 
interest-bearing securities; provided, however, that no part of such funds shall 
ever be invested in obligations of the State of Montana, except general fund 
warrants which will be paid within one year from the time of the investment. 
No discrimination shall ever be shown for or against any loan applicant; pro- 
vided, however, that in passing on a loan or investment, consideration shall be 
given, not only to the ampleness of the security, but also the character and 
earning capacity of the applicant and to the purpose of the loan; and provided 
further, that so long as the available funds are inadequate to.meet the demand, 
preference shall be given to the smaller loans. The rate of interest shall always 
be a reasonable rate, considering the character of the loan or investment, but 
diffrent rates may be charged for different classes of loans and investments. 

Section 7 (of Article 21). It is the meaning and intention of this article 
that all investments of these funds shall be confined exclusively to safe loan 
investments, drawing a fixed rate of interest and being in aid of home making, 
farming and educational work, or otherwise conducive to the progress and well 
being of society. All long term investments shall be on the amortization plan. 
Further regulations and limitations concerning these investments shall be pro- 
vided by law. 

Section 8 (of Article 21). Whenever the security given for a loan is liable 
to damage or destruction by fire, the insurance company accepting the risk 
shall be absolutely liable to the State for the full amount of the policy, and the 
policy itself shall specifically recite such full liability. The State may itself 
provide for insurance on any property constituting security for its loans. 


Section 9 (of Article 21). The Legislative Assembly may provide other and 
additional ways and means for beginning or increasing any of the funds created 
or authorized by this article. 

Section 10 (of Article 21). The State of Montana shall accept for invest- 
ment and administration together with the aforesaid funds constituting the 
Montana Trust and Legacy fund, but as separable parts thereof, sinking funds, 
permanent funds, and cumulative funds belonging to the State and its political 
subdivisions, and also other funds designated by the Legislative Assembly, when 
requested to do so by the authorities having the care and custody of such funds. 
All such funds and the accrued interest, less the State compensation hereinafter 


a . 


‘> ae 
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fixed, shall be repaid when due. The provisions of this section shall not apply 
to the public school fund of the State, which school fund shall be administered 
separately as already prescribed by the constitution. 


Section 11 (of Article 21). The State shall be entitled to receive as com- 
pensation for the administration of all the funds administered under this act one 
twentieth (1-20) of all the interest collected thereon each year. On the last day 
of December of each year, the State Treasurer shall transfer to the State general 
fund such one twentieth of all the interest collected during the year, less all the 
losses ascertained during the year, which losses shall be deducted from the one 
twentieth constituting the compensation of the State. The balance of the in- 
terest collected shall be the net earnings and shall be accredited pro rata to 
each and every fund constituting the Montana Trust and Legacy fund that was 
in the keeping of the State on January Ist of that year, based on the total 
thereof on that date, and shall be added to each such fund, or held available 
for the beneficiaries as the case may be. Sums due beneficiaries shall be paid 
out during the ensuing month of January, as far as practicable. 


Section 12 (of Article 21). All the net earnings, accruing to the State per- 
manent revenue fund shall annually be added thereto until it has reached the 
sum of one hundred million dollars ($100,000,000.00). Thereafter only one twen- 
tieth of the annual net earnings shall be added to the fund itself, and the re- 
maining nineteen twentieths of the net earnings shall be used for the general 
expenses of the State. 

Section 113 (of Article 21). All the net earnings accruing to the State per- 
manent school fund shall annually be added thereto until it has reached the 
sum of five hundred million dollars ($500,000,000.00). Thereafter only one twen- 


' tieth of the annual net earnings shall be added to the fund itself, and the re- 


maining nineteen twentieths shall annually be apportioned to the school districts 
of the State on the basis of the aggregate actual school attendance in each dis- 
trict during the preceding school or calendar year by persons between the ages of 
six and eighteen years and shall be used exclusively for educational purposes, 
subject to such regulations and limitations as may be prescribed by law. 


Section 14 (of Article 21). All the net earnings accruing to the permanent 
revenue fund for the University of Montana shall annually be added thereto 
until it kas reached the sum of one huvdred million dollars (#$100,000,000.00). 
Thereafter only one twentieth of the annual net earnings shall be added to the 
fund itself, and the remaining nineteen twentieth shall be apportioned to all the 
educational institutions then comprising the University of Montana, on the basis 
of the aggregate actual attendance in each institution during the preceding 
school or calendar year, and may be used for all purposes properly connected with 
the work of these institutions, subject, however, to such regulations and limita- 
tions as may be prescribed by law. 


Section 15 (of Article 21). Whenever the purpose for which a certain con- 
tribution was made has been accomplished, or can no longer be ascertained or 
followed, then the total amount of such fund shall be transferred to the State 
permanent school fund and become a permanent and inviolable part thereof. 
All contributions without a specified purpose shall be credited to the State per- 
manent school fund. 


Section 16 (of Article 21). Should the time ever come when any of the 
three aforesaid permanent funds become so large that no further increase is 
necessary or desirable, then, in such case, the Legislative Assembly shall have 
power to provide for the use of all of the net income from such fund for the 
purpose for which it was created, or it may use the one twentieth of the annual 
net income which was to be added to the fund itself for the creation of other 
permanent revenue funds, or for any other public purpose that it may deem 
wise; provided, however, that none of the foregoing provisions of this section 
shall apply to any of these funds until it has reached the specified amount fixed 
by this article. 


Section 17 (of Article 21). The Justices of the Supreme Court of the State 
of Montana are hereby made and constituted a supervisory board over the entire 
administration of all the funds created or authorized by this article and the in~- 
come therefrom. During January of each year, this board shall review the ad- 
ministration for the preceding year. It shalt decide all uncertain or disputed

points arising in the administration of the funds whenever requested to do so by 
a beneficiary, by a State official charged with some part of the administration 
of the fund, or any other interested party; and it may do so upon its own 
initiative. It shall be the duty of the supervisory board to do and perform all 
acts and things that it may deem necessary in order to cause the board and 
officers having direct charge of these funds to administer the same carefully and 
wisely in full compliance with the provisions of this article and such further 
legislation as may be enacted relating thereto. The Clerk of the Supreme Court 
shall be ex-officio clerk of this supervisory board. 


Section 18 (of Article 21). The Legislative Assembly shall from time to 
time enact such further legislation as it may deen necessary to carry into effect 
the provisions of this article. 


Section 3. Separate official ballots shall be provided at the general election 
to be held in November, 1924, which shall have printed thereon all of Article 
Twenty-one (21) of the Constitution of the State of Montana as proposed by 
this act. There shall also be printed on the said official ballots, below the said 
article, squares and words as follows 


a For the foregoing amendment to the Constitution. 


Against the foregoing amendment to the Constitution. 


Each elector who approves this amendment shall mark an X in the first 
square above printed, and each elector who rejects it shall mark an X in the 
second square. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against this proposed amendment shall 
be canvassed, determined and declared as provided by the laws of the State of 
Montana. 


Section 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. This act shall take effect and be in full force and effect from 
and after its passage and approval. 


We hereby certify that pages 186a, 186b, 186c, and 186d, contain a full and 
correct entry of House Bill No. 27, the same containing a proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Montana.

Superintendents of Schools, filed with the State Treasurer for such school year, 
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and said State Treasurer must, at the time of making such apportionment, 
notify the County Superintendent of Schools of each county of the amount of 
such fund which has been apportioned and distributed to his respective county. 
Within ten days after receiving each such notice from the State Treasurer each 
County Superintendent of Schools must apportion the amount received and paid 
over to his county by the State Treasurer, in the following manner, to-wit: (a) 
Sixty per centum (60%) thereof shall be apportioned between and among the 
several school districts, district high schools and county high school in propor- 
tion to the total number of teaching positions, in which teachers were employed 
for at least four months, during the last preceding school year for which a 
statement and certificate was filed with the State Treasurer by the County 
Superintendent of Schools, in each such school district, district high and county 
high school; (b) thirty-five per centum thereof shall be apportioned between 
and among the several school districts, district high and county high schools 
in proportion to the aggregate number of days’ attendance of all eligible pupils 
who attended for a period of not less than six weeks during the aforesaid school 
year in each district: school, district high and county high school; (e) five per 
centum (5%) thereof shall be apportioned between and among the district high 
schools and county high school in proportion to the number of years of ac- 
credited high school work during the aforesaid school year in each such district 
high and county high school.

COMMUNICATION FROM THE GOVERNOR 


“January 30,1923: 
The Speaker, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 

In response to your resolution of January fifteenth, requesting a detailed 
report of the operation of the law levying a tax of one per cent on the market 
value of crude petroleum, I have the honor to herewith transmit, in chart form, 
the data transcribed from the official records of the Board of Equalization. — 

There are in this data some phases of outstanding importance to which I 
wish to call your attention. 

The total production of the Cat Creek Field, which has paid nearly the 
whole of the tax, is shown to be 2,500,000 barrels in round numbers, having 
a fair market value of approximately $5,375,000. The license tax is based upon 
the market value of the oil, and this market value is, I think, fairly and ac- 
curately established by the returns. made by the 56 Petroleum Corporation. This 
company sold in open competition during the first nine months of 1922 a monthly 
average of more than 12,000 barrels of crude cil produced by its wells in the 
Cat Creek Field. It received for its total of 116,000 barrels sold during that 
period an average cash price of $2.15 per barrel. Multiplying the total produc- 
tion of 2,500,000 barrels by this fair market value to give a gross value of 
$5,375,000. 

There are, however, marked discrepancies shown in the reports as to fair 
market value. The Franz corporation reports a market value of $1.63 per 
barrel, and the Mid-Northern Company a like valuation. These are the two big 
producers of the Cat Creek Field, their joint production for 1922 having been 
approximately 2,100,000 barrels. The gross of the market value _ reported 
by these companies for the purposes of the one per cent license tax on production, 
is proportionately less than the market value as reported and paid upon by the 
56 Petroleum Corporation by nearly a million dollars, for the single year under 
consideration. If I am correctly informed, the Franz Corporation is owned by 
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the Mutual Oil Company, having large refineries in Wyoming. The Mid-Nor- 
thern Company is owned by the Mid-West Refining Company, operating one of 
the largest refineries in the country, and also located in Wyoming. The market 
value reported by these companies is therefore, a price paid to the companies by 
themselves for their own oil, and the state should not consent thereto, when the 
market value thus assumed is far below the market value as shown by another 
company for the same kind of oil from the same field. 

The data on the chart accompanying this letter is very pertinent to the 
discussion of the license tax proposed to the Legislative Assembly in my message 
at the beginning of the session. ‘Taking the gross value of $5,375,000 for the 
oil produced in the Cat Creek Field in 1922, and deducting therefrom as costs 
of production every single item fairly so chargeable, the resultant net profit 
is seen to be extraordinarily remunerative in proportion to the gross sum re- 
ceived by the producers. No such wonderful profit making can be shown for 
any other industry or any other line of business carried on in the State of 
Montana. ; 

It has been urged that there would be an unfairness in levying an identical 
license tax upon the oil produced in the Kevin-Sunburt fields and that of the . 
Cat Creek Field, due to the higher value of the latter production. As the 
values of crude are usually fixed with relation to their Baume gravity, it has 
been suggested that the Legislative Assembly might meet the equities in the 
case by establishing two standards of oil, one of 40 per cent Baume and above, 
and another of less than 40 per cent Baume, the latter to bear the lesser license 
tax. 

This plan, however, may be subject to the criticism that it would involve 
a complicated system of audit on the part of the state. The probabilities are 
that a single amendment to the law enacted two years ago, fixing the license 
tax at three per cent of the gross production, in lieu of the present one per 
cent rate, would be the best solution of the problem. This plan has the added 
merit of avoiding new laws that would have to stand the test of court interpre- 
tation, the present gross production license tax law having already been sustained 
by the Supreme Court of Montana. The three per cent gross license tax would 
meet the objections to the Suggested flat barrel tax as applied to high and low 
price oil. 

For instance the three per cent gross rate applied to the current price of 
one dollar for the Kevin Field would be the equivalent of three cents per barrel. 
As applied to the current price of two dollars in the Cat Creek Field, the equiv- 
alent would be six cents per barrel. 

In view of the state’s new and growing refining industry, it might be the 
part of wisdom to remit to the producer of the crude oil a part of the license 
tax upon such proportion as is refined within the state, allowing the full tax 
to rest upon all the crude that is not so refined within the state. An entire re- 
mission of the license tax to the producer might well be made as to all crude oi! 
actually used in drilling and pumping the wells. 

In this connection, and as pertinent to the subject matter of a license tax on 
gross production of crude oil in Montana, I cannot refrain from calling to your 
attention the failure of a net income tax to produce a uniformity in revenues for 
the state. 

Taking the returns for the year 1921 of the 56 Petroleum Corporation, the 
Franz Corporation and the Mid-Northern Oil Company in payment of the net 
income tax on corporations, affords the most conclusive proof of the soundness 
of my contention. 

The 56 Petroleum Corporation produced 122,594 barrels of oil, from the 
proceeds of which it paid a net income on $167,255. The Franz Corporation 
produced 519,921 barrels of oil, from the proceeds of which it paid on a net 
income of $478,140. The Mid-Northern Oil Company produced 492,685 barrels 
of oil, but accounted for a return on but $16,600 net income. In other words, 
this Company, drilling wells of practically the same depth and at the same cost 
in the same field as did the 56 Petroleum Corporation, and producing four times 
as many barrels of the same grade of crude oil, made returns on one-tenth of 
the net profits reported and paid upon by the 56 Petroleum Corporation. The 
contrast between the reports of these three companies demonstrates, beyond 
fair discussion, that the theory of net income is wholly discredited. 


‘ 
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It has been pointed out that the State of Oklahoma levies a tax of 3 per 
cent on the gross value of oil produced in that state, which is in lieu of all other 
taxes. I take it to be-sufficient answer to this criticism to suggest that there is 
no analogy between the status of the treasuries of the State of Oklahoma and the 
State of Montana. 


The former has a surplus of eight million dollars in its state treasury, ~ 
while Montana faces a deficit approaching three millions. ' 


These facts of record abundantly justify the imposition of a license tax 
upon crude oil production, as suggested in my Message to the Joint Session on 
January second. As then pointed out, the people of Montana should reserve 
for themselves a small pittance of this natural resource of the commonwealth, 
that in the very nature of things will soon be gone forever, in order to help 
lift the burden of taxation from the property that cannot be thus removed 
from the state. 


Surely this great industry, whose parent operating company so recently 
disclosed a stock dividend of 400 per cent above and beyond its regular annual 
dividends of profit, should not longer be permitted to avoid its own fair share of 
contributions to the government of the people of Montana.

H. B. No, 247, by Arnold: “A Bill for An Act entitled: ‘An Act appropriating 
money for the administrative expenses of the Montana State Highway Com- 
mission for the two years beginning July 1, 1923, and ending June 30, 1925.’” 
(Committee on Appropriations). 
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H. B. No. 260, by Committee on Appropriations: “A Bill for An Act en- 
titled: ‘An Act to empower and direct the state board of prison commissioners 
of the State of Montana to acquire by purchase the Valiton ranch and the 
Kohrs and Bielenberg ranch to be used in connection with the operation of the 
Montana State Prison, and providing an appropriation therefor.” (Committee 
on Appropriations). 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Moved by Gullidge, duly seconded and carried without dissenting vote 
that House Bill No. 40 be recalled from the Engrossing Committee and be re- 
referred to General Orders for the purpose of striking out the words ‘outside 
this state” in line 4 of Sec. 2—Subdivision 4. ; 


Moved by Buell, duly seconded and carried that the House appoint a com- 
mittee of two and invite the Senate to appoint a committee of one to inspect 
and appraise and advise the House and the Senate as to the advisability of 
making the investment proposed in House Bill No. 260. 


Moved by Duffy, duly seconded that the action taken on report of the 
Committee on Appropriations relative to substitute for House Bills Nos. 102 
and 136 be reconsidered. 

Moved by Lease, duly seconded and carried that the motion to reconsider 
be laid on the table. 

Moved by Caplis, duly seconded and carried that House Resolution No. 
10, with reference to telephone rates, be copied and that a copy thereof as 
adopted be sent to the Public Utilities Commission and a copy sent to the new 
Tax Commission with an earnest request that they heed the subject matter 
thereof.

‘REPORT OF PARDONS AND COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCE GRANTED 
SINCE THE REPORT TO THE EIGHTEENTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 
PARDONS. 


Alex Podbielski—Committed from Cascade County February 28, 1921, for 
manufacturing intoxicating liquors. Sentence—4 months in county, jail and 
fine of $200. On May 11, 1921, he was granted a pardon and his fine remitted, 
in order that he might again assume the support of his family, and thereby re- 
lieve the county of that expense. 

Paul Nieman—Committed form Broadwater county February 28, 1921, for 
statutory rape. Sentence—2 to 4 years. On May 20, 1921, he was granted a 
full and unconditional pardon, because of his youth and the belief of the 
Judge, County Attorney and others that he had been sufficiently punished. 

M. J. Meany—Committed from Silver Bow county January 30, 1909, for 
robbing a cigar store and pool hall in the City of Butte. Sentence—20 years. 
He escaped November 5, 1917, was recaptured and returned September 22, 1918. 
An unconditional pardon was granted June 10, 1921, because of the fact that he 
was little more than a boy when the crime was committed, he came from a 
good family and the action was urged by many people of prominence through 
letters and petitions. 
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James A. Taylor—Committed from Fergus county November 9, 1919, for 
grand larceny. Sentence-—6 to 12 years. An unconditional pardon was oranted 
June 13, 1921, it being evident that the evidence at the trial did not warrant 
so heavy a penalty. This action was taken upon the recommendation of judge 
and prosecuting attorney, as well as others. 


Henry Amend—Committed from Yellowstone county June 18, 1920, for the 
charge of assault. Sentence—2 to 4 years. Because of his wood conduct and 
industry, he was granted a pardon on June 13, 1921. 


Jocef Hocevar—Committed from Musselshell county February 22, 1919, 
for the crime of sedition. Sentence—6 to 12 years. It was claimed he was 
the victim of a “frameup,” he was not a violent seditionist and the evidence 
was not strong. A full and unconditional pardon was therefore ge bi on 
June 16, 1921. 


Louis Young—Committed from Blaine county December 4, 1920, for the 
crime of forgery. Sentence—2 to 4 years. Because of his youth, being not 
yet sixteen years of age when crime was committed, he was granted a full 
and complete pardon on July 5, 1921. 


Reuben Babcock—Committed from Cascade county March 14, 1921, for the 
crime of arson. Sentence—1l to 2 years. On July 6, 1921, he was granted an 
unconditional pardon, because of dependent family and the receipt of various 
letters and petitions urging such action. 


John Lugo—Committed from Fergus county December 15, 1920, for the 
crime of grand larceny. Sentence—3 to 6 years. A full and complete pardon 
granted July 31, 1922, because of his good record, ill health and the expressed 
belief of the judge and warden that he had more than paid the penalty for 
his part in the crime. 


William H. Riley—Committed from Chouteau tierce February 14, 1921, 
- for assault in first degree. Sentence-~#500 fine. On August 2, 1921. he was 
granted a remission of ‘that portion of his fine still unpaid, in compliance with 
petitions filed and recommendation of judge and county attorney. 


Wm. B. Nelson—Committed January 27, 1921 from Cascade county, for 
the crime of forgery. Sentence—-1 to 3 years. August 27, 1921, he was given 
a full and unconditional pardon, because of ill health, a dependent family and 
excellent war record. 


Wm. G. Bates—Committed from Teton county February 2, 1916, Sentence— 
18 to 20 years. Sentence commuted on Dec. 10, 1919, to 8 to 20 years. Because 
of his good record he was released on parole February 15, 1920. His employers 
earnestly endorsed his application for pardon. He was therefore granted an 
unconditional pardon on August 27, 1921. 


Carl Ferdinand Schnittger—Committed from Wheatland county April 19, 
1919, for the crime of rape. Sentence-—20 to 40 years. Because of doubt as 
to his guilt, he was granted an unconditional pardon November 29, 1921. 


Mary Jones—Committed from Cascade county, December 7, 1921, charged 
with giving and disposing of intoxicating liquors. Sentence—60 days in county 
jail and fine of $200. On December 21, ‘1921, she was granted an unconditional 
pardon, and her fine remitted. Ten of the jurors, several Cascade county of- 
ficials and the county attorney joined in the petition for clemency, chiefly 
because her family was dependent upon her for support. 


Con Londergan—Committed from the county of Fergus, November 3, 
1919, for the crime of grand larceny. Sentence—l to 3 years. His sentence 
was suspended by the District Court of Fergus county on November 15, 1919. 
He reported regularly and conducted himself well. He is an old man and 
wished to return to his family in Iowa. A full and complete pardon was 
granted February 1, 1922. 

Maude Applebury—Committed from Ravalli county December 3, 1921, 
charged with contributing to the delinquency of a minor child. Sentence—4 
months in county jail and fine of $500.00. Letters and statement of circum- 
stances surrounding the ease gave evidence that this was a case warranting 
favorable consideration. The jail term having been served, and the prisoner 
having no monev with which to pay the fine, ‘the unpaid portion was remitted 
on April 17, 1922. 
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John Kotoduzske—Committed from Valley county February 6, 1922, for 
the crime of abandoning sheep. Sentence—3 months in county jail and fine of 


$100.00. The jail sentence having been served, and the prisoner having no 


money with which to pay his fine, and it being found further that he was 
in ill health because of tuberculosis, making it undesirable for. him to be 
detained in the jail any longer than necessary, he was given a remission of 
the fine of $100.00 on May 8, 1922. 

Nathanial Ward—Committed from Powell county September 13, 1921, for 
the crime of murder in second degree. Sentence—20 to 40 years. On May 8, 
1922, he was granted a full and unconditional pardon. This action was taken 
because there seemed to be extenuating circumstances that were not brought 
out when the sentence was pronounced. He was a veteran of the Union Army 
in the Civil War, a member of the Grand Army of the Republic. Because of 
his advanced age and ill health, his comrades, the Woman’s Relief Corps, and 
others were interested in securing his pardon in order that he would not have . 
to spend his last days in prison, and also that he might become eligible to 
admittance into the Soldiers’ Home. 

Harry H. Asner—Committed from Blaine county, November 10, 1921, for the 
crime of burglarly and prior conviction. Sentence—l to 2 years. The judge 
who tried the case, the Supreme Court commissioner who reviewed it, and 
various citizens of Blaine county so urged executive clemency that an uncondi- 
tional pardon was granted May 16, 1922. 

Henry Carr—On March 24, 1922, upon charge of violation of liquor laws 
in Lincoln county, sentenced to a term of 30 days in the county jail and a 
fine of $300.00. Upon the recommendation of the county attorney and judge, 
and also physician testifying as to the ill health of the prisoner, a full and 
unconditional pardon was granted July 25, 1922. 

Peter J. Baltzer—Committed from Yellowstone county February 2, 1922, 
for crime of stealing a suit of clothes. Sentence—214 to 5 years. He is an 
ex-service man, served overseas, was wounded and gassed, discharge certificate 
from army marked “excellent.” Pardon granted July 31, 1922. 

Jay Brough—Committed from Yellowstone county March 8, 1916, for the 
crime of grand larceny. Sentence—5 to 10: years. Escaped on October 2, 1920, 
joined the Navy and was returned January 27, 1921. The evidence shows that 
his sentence was severe. His record was good and his parents being very old 
were in need of his assistance. A full and complete pardon granted July 31, 
1922. 

Thomas Van Buren—Committed from Silver Bow county October 5, 1915, for 
the crime of robbery. Sentence—3 to 10 years. Escaped November 21, 1916, 
and returned September 15, 1920. He served more than the minimum sentence 
originally imposed, and reimbursed the state for his return to the prison. 
Unconditional pardon granted. December 5, 1922. 

Charles Weasel Head——Committed from Glacier county for the crime of 
assault in the second degree, April 1, 1922. Sentence—11% to 3 years. Prisoner 
was in bad physical condition, health failing rapidly as result of tubercular 
trouble. Wished to return home to spend last days with his family. Full and 
complete pardon granted December 5, 1922. 





CONDITIONAL COMMUTATIONS. 


M. L. Sargent—Committed from Flathead county, December 15, 1920 for 
selling intoxicating liquor. Sentence 1 year in county jail and fine of $150.00. 
Sargent’s family were in destitute circumstances, he was suffering from asthma 
and enlargement of the heart. On May 18, 1921, he was granted pardon on the 
condition that he refrain from all traffic in intoxicating liquors and also pay 
the remainder of the fine imposed upon him by the court. 

Gus Norman—Committed from Yellowstone county May 17, 1920, for the 
crime of burglary. Sentence—l to 2 years. Three months after entering the 
prison he escaped and went direct to his home in St. Paul, Minnesota. He was 
returned February 8, 1921. The family desired the boy, 19 years old, to 
return home. They reimbursed the state for expense incident to his apprehen- 
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sion and return after his escape. June 11, 1921, a full pardon was granted 
on the conditions that Norman should leave the state immediately upon his 
release and remain without the state; and that his family pay to the Warden 
of the Prison the sum of $278.96 to reimburse the state. 


Frank Luppino—Committed from Lincoln county, April 11, 1917, for crime 
of manslaughter. Sentence—3 to 7 years. Paroled April 13, 1919. Later 
returned for violation of terms of parole. Escaped September 23, 1919; re- 
turned two days later. Tried for escape, sentenced to additional term of 1 
to 2 years. Luppino served more than the minimum of both terms. [While 
in prison he made commendable progress in securing an education and it is 
claimed that he has shown evidences of reformation. August 26, 1921, he 
was pardoned on the condition that he pay the state $207.00, the amount ex- 
pended by the state at the time of his return to prison. 


Wm. Lemmox—Committed from Flathead county, August 2, 1916, for the 
crime of burglary. Sentence 1 to 3 years. Escaped November 20, 1916, re- 
turned February 9, 1920. Lemmox is a young man, a Canadian subject, and 
his parents were anxious to take him back to their home. He served nearly 
two years for his offense. September 9, 1921, he was granted a pardon con- 
ditioned upon his payment of the sum of $255.00 to the Warden of the Prison, 
thus reimbursing the state for the expenditure incident to his return to the 
prison in 1920. 


Lyle Burgett—Committed from Custer county, May 18, 1919, for the crime 
of bigamy. Sentence—18 months to 3 years. Escaped July 14, 1919, returned 
February 18, 1921. Burgett enlisted in Army. His brother lost his life in 
France. His father died a few days after hearing of his imprisonment. The 
mother lives in Illinois and was anxious for his release so that she could take 
him home. A full pardon was granted September 9, 1921, on the condition that 
he pay to the Warden the sum of $185.00, representing the amount expended 
by the State in securing his return to the prison. 


Joseph W. Richardson—Committed from Flathead county, December 28, 
1920, for the crime of rape. Sentence—15 to 30 years. On February 17, 1922, 
sentence was commuted to 2 to 30 years upon the express condition that 
Richardson be delivered to the Federal authorities and by them deported to 
Canada and that he shall not return to the State of Montana and that in 
case he should return to the State he shall be returned to the state prison to 
serve the remainder of the sentence originally imposed. 


TRANSFERS. 


Frank Schrivner or Ora Alvin Schriven—Committed from Yellowstone county, 
July 13, 1921, for the crime burglarly. Sentence—5 to 10 years. The sentence 
was commuted on October 13, 192il, so that the prisoner might serve the unex- 
pired portion of his sentence in the State Industrial School where he might be 
given the benefit of the training afforded at the institution designated by 
law for youthful offenders, ‘Schrivner having not yet reached the age of sixteen 
years. 

Drol Lababie—Committed from Yellowstone county, December 25, 1921, for 
the crime of burglary, first degree. Sentence —7 to 14 years. Applications were 
made and verified to the effect that Lababie was 17 years of age September 
11, 1921, asking that he be transferred to the State Industrial School. This 


was done June 1, 1922, in accordance with the provisions of Section 12507 
of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1921. 


Otto Stone—Committed from Yellowstone county, December 25, 1921, charged 
with burglary in first degree. Sentence—7 to 14 years. Stone was implicated 
in the same burglary as was Labadie and their sentences were identical. Stone 
was sixteen years of age when crime was committed. In compliance with ap- 
plication made by his mother, he was transferred to the State Industrial 


School October 9, 1922, in accordance with provisions of Section 1207 of Re- 
vised Codes of Montana, 1921. 


Joe Gliko—January 28, 1921, sentenced to serve 90 days in the county jail 
of Cascade county and to pay a fine of $200.00, charged with the violation of the 
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prohibition laws. He has a family to support, owns 640 acres of land on which 
he owes $12,000 and has raised no crop on the land for three years. To remain 
in jail until the expiration of his sentence would have made it impossible for 
him to get his land ready for seeding. On April 12, 1921, his sentence was 
commuted by a remission of the fine of $200.00. 


Roy Bridges—Committed from Meagher county, January 19, 1917, for the 
crime of murder in the second degree. Sentence—10 to 12 years. Because of the 
youth of Bridges, the fact that he was a model prisoner and also showed in- 
dications of having learned well the lesson sought to be impressed upon him 
by the sentence imposed, his sentence was commuted to eight to twelve years. 


J. A. Carter—Charged with bootlegging in Flathead county, Sentence—6 
months in county jail and fine of $300.00. Because of a dependent family and 
letters urging such action his sentence was commuted on April 30, 1921, to 
the payment of the fine of $300.00. 


William Buchfinck—Committed from Madison county, December 3, 1920, 
for crime of grand larceny. Sentence—2 to 4 years. Because of adverse con- 
ditions on a dryland farm, Buchfinch killed a calf belonging to another in order 
to provide himself with food. Because of his needy family and the fact that 
he was a model prisoner, and also because of: circumstances which led to the 
offense, his sentence was commuted to 1 to 4 years. 


R. L. Wyman—Committed from Dawson county, October 13, 1918, charged 
with sedition. Sentence—6 to 12 years. Wyman has persistently asserted his 
innocence. Because of his previous good character and excellent record as a 
citizen and public official, and the heavy punishment given him, his sentence was 
commuted to 5 to 12 years. 


Anton Schaefer—Committed from Fergus county, June 18, 1918, charged 
with sedition. Sentence—Fine of $12,000. Many letters from people of infuence 
and position were filed testifying as to Schaefer’s industry, and the fact that he 
was a law-abiding citizen. The evidence in the case indicates that the two 
principal witnesses who testified in the case were extremely desirous of convict- 
ing Schaefer on account of a private quarrel. It is evident that the penalty im- 
posed is out of all proportion to the offense committed. On June 1, 1921, the 
sentence was commuted from a fine of $12,000 to one of $500. 


Louis L. Fowler—Committed from Madison county, October 16, 1918, charged 
with sedition. Sentence—4 to 8 years and fine of $3000. In support of ap- 
plication for commutation, it was shown that at time of trial Fowler appeared 
without counsel. Ten of the twelve jurors who tried that case signed a petition 
asking for commutation. The two other jurors were out of the state and did 
not sign. Some of the witnesses later signed affidavit certifying that’ some of 
the testimony given by them was doubtful. Many petitions and letters were 
filed in support of the application for commutation. It is shown that Fowler 
had lived many years in Madison county and was generally known as an honest 
industrious, public-spirited citizen. On July 1, 1921, the sentence was commuted 
to the payment of the $3000 fine. 


Roy Montgomery—Committed from Musselshell county, August 29, 1920, 
charged with the crime of rape. Sentence—4 to 8 years. The presiding judge 
wrote that if he had secured as complete evidence as he afterwards acquired, 
he would have been much more lenient in pronouncing sentence. June 3, 1921, 
his sentence was commuted to 1 to 8 years. 


BE. V. Starr—Committed from Rosebud county, September 27, 1918, for the 
crime of sedition. Sentence—10 to 20 years. The judge before whom the case 
was brought in the Federal Court considered the severe sentence an injustice 
and that the man was sinned against and that those who accused him should 
have been punished and not Starr. On June 4, 1921, his sentence was commuted 
to 5 to 20 years. 

O. B. Whitcomb—Committed from Custer county, November 11, 1919, for 
forgery. Sentence —5 to 10 years. Whitcomb and another were charged jointly 
for forgery. The other man it seems was the moving spirit in the crime, but he 
received a suspended sentence. Many friends and neighbors of Whitcomb’s 
joined in asking for commutation of his sentence. On June 13, 1921, the sen- 
tence was commuted to 3 to 6 years. 
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George Perry—Committed from Fallon county, December 29, 1920, for the 
crime of burglarly. Sentence—l to 2 years. This man and his brother were 
‘jointly charged with breaking into a granary and stealing five or six sacks of 
barley. Many of his neighbors joined in petitioning for clemency and as this 
was a case where it seemed the benefit of the parole law might well be extended 
the sentenc was commuted to 6 months to 1 year, June 13, 1921. 


John Perry—Committted from Fallon county, December 29, 1920, for the 
crime of burglary. Sentence—1 to 2 years. The circumstances were the same 
-in the case of John Perry as in that of George Perry. This sentence was also 
commuted on June 13, 1921, to a term of 6 months to 1 year. 


Arthur McNary—Committed from Musselshell county, March 24, 1920, for 
crime of rape. Sentence—10 to 25 years. McNary was only seventeen years of 
age at’ the time of his sentence. Many appeals were made for clemency. His 
sentence was commuted on June 13, 1921, to 2 to 4 years. 


Frank C. Hall—Committed from Missoula county, March 18, 1917, for crime 
of rape. Sentence—l14 to 28 years. Numerous petitions were submitted on his 
behalf and on June 13, 1921, sentence was commuted to 8 to 16 years. 


Andrew H. Brennick—Committed from Prairie county, December 1, 1919, 
charged with grand larceny. Sentence—10 to 20 years. Letters and petitions 
certifying that there were a good many extenuating circumstances in the case 
_ were filed. The ten year sentence was considered excessive. Sentence was com- 
muted June 13, 1921, to 2 to 4 years. 


Chas. R. Barr—Committed from Glacier county, March 27, 1921, for the 
crime of burglary. Sentence—1 to 2 years. After four years of crop failure 
on a dry land homestead, Barr was driven to desperation and stole a quantity 
of groceries from a box car to relieve the wants of his family. It was thought 
best to give him opportunity to rehabilitate himself before the summer was over 
and his sentence was commuted June 13, 1921, to 6 months to 2 years. 


Paul Schailzel and Mike Schailzel—Sentenced on May 21, 1921, to a term 
in Richland county jail of four months each and a fine of $200 each for a crime 
of petty larceny. To give favorable consideration to the application for clem- © 
ency seemed an act of simple justice. These men had put in a total of 500 acres 
of crops just before their arrest and there was no one to care-for the crop after 
they left. Numerous petitions were filed in their behalf. The sentence was 
commuted on June 22, 1921, to one one month in the county jail and the pay- 
ment of a fine of $200 each. . 


Willie Roberts—Committed from Blaine county, May 4, 1920, charged with 
manslaughter. Sentence 5 to 10 years. Roberts was jointly charged with a man 
60 years old, while he was only 16. The older man was acquitted. Upon the 
recommendation of the judge, who heard the case, and the warden, his sentence 
was commuted on July 15, 1921, to 2 to 4 years. 


“Oscar Rogers—Committed from Wheatland county, January 17, 1917, for 
the crime of murder. Sentence—15 to 20 years. The judge, who presided at 
the trial, expressed the belief that while Rogers was technically guilty of mur- 
der, he had no part in the killing, and recommend clemency, which was granted 
on July 22, 1921, the sentence being commuted to 8 to 16 years. 


Colen Quenton Currie—Committed from Yellowstone county, December 22, 
1920, charged with felony. Sentence—4 to 8 years. Currie was 21 years of age 
at the time of his sentence. Because of his failing health and the desire of his 
relatives to have him go to Chicago where they might give him all the assistance 
possible, his sentence was commuted August 16, 1921, to 1 to 2 years. 


Stephen Byrne and Theodore Chronopoulos—Committed to Silver Bow county. 
jail December 19, 1919, for the crime of murder. Sentence death. Crime com- 
mitted by five men. Hach given separate trials. One was acquitted, two were 
sentenced to life imprisonment and these to death penalty. ‘The evidence indi- 
cated that all five men were equally guilty for the crime committed. Because it 
seemed unjust to administer justice in this unequal manner, the sentence of 
Byrne and Chronopoulos was commuted on August 18, 1921, to life imprisonment. 


Wm. Vitalis—Committed from Powder River County, February 19, 1921, for 
burglary. Sentence—2 to 4 years. The crime was committed jointly with Sam- 
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uel Beach. ‘These two were little more than boys and it seemed that they had 
acted under the direction of some older person. Believing that Vitalis had been 
sufficiently punished, his sentence was commuted on August 29, 1921, to 1 to 2 
years. . 


Samuel Beach—Committed from Powder River county, February 19, 1921, 
for burglary. Sentence—2 to 4 years. This crime was committed jointly with 
Vitalis, and for the same reasons as in his case, the sentence was on August 29, 
1921, commuted to 1 to 2 years. 


Richard Manley—Committed from Musselshell county, January 30, 1921, for 
burglary. Sentence—2 to 4 years. Because of the prisoner’s youth and the 
recommendation of the county attorney, his sentence was commuted on August 29, 
1921, to 1 to 2 years. 


Charles Goar—Committed from McCone county, October 9, 1920, for grand 
larceny. Sentence—4 to 8 years. Acting upon the recommendations of the judge, 
county attorney and warden, and because of Goar’s ill health, the sentence was 
commuted September 13, 1921, to 2 to 4 years. 


Q. A. Blackburn—Committed from Ravalli county, June 18, 1921, for bur- 
glary. Sentence— 2 to 4 years. Because of certain extenuating circumstances, 
Blackburn’s dependent family, his good reputation prior to this trouble, and the 
recommendations of the officials who prosecuted and sentenced him, the sentence 
was on September 13, 1921, commuted to 6 months to 2 years. 


George EH. Beach—Committed from Missoula county, March 9, 1920, for 
forgery. Sentence—4 to 8 years. Because of his excellent record in the prison 
and his efficient service as record clerk in the prison office, his sentence was 
commuted September 21, 1921, to 2 to 4 years. 


D. E. Cooper—In Yellowstone county, for the crime of grand larceny, was 
given a suspended sentence of 3 to 6 years. Later in Musselshell county he 
violated his parole and on April 14, 1921, was committed to the State Prison. 
Because of his good record as a prisoner, and because he gave every promise of 
reformation, and also acting upon the recommendation of the judge who presided 
in the case, the sentence was commuted September 21, 1921, to 1 to 2 years. 


Martin Ferkovich—Committed from Musselshell county February 22, 1919, 
for sedition. Sentence—10 to 20 years. Letters from Ferkovich’s former em- 
ployers indicate that prior to conviction he was a hard working, law-abiding, 
peaceful citizen. After his arrival at the prison he worked on the outside almost 
continuously. He had wife and three children in need of his support. On Octo- 
ber 3, 1921, his sentence was commuted to 8 to 10 years. 


John Vernon Gephart—On July 6, 1921, in Mineral county, convicted of 
violation of prohibition law and sentenced to 10 days in county jail and to pay 
a fine of $25. His employers and others certified to his good reputation for 
sobriety, and for being a hard-working law-abiding citizen. Gephart desired to 
keep his record clean and gave assurance that he would not again offend. His 
sentence was commuted to a fine of $25. 


James Spanos—Committed from Custer county on October 20, 1918, for crime 
against nature. Sentenced—25 to 50 years. Upon the urgent recommendations 
of the judge and the county attorney, sentence was commuted to 4 to 25 years 
on October 11, 1921. 


Fred Van Norstren—Committed from Gallatin county on June 27, 1918, for 
crime of rape. Sentence—1214 to 25 years. Because of the fact that Van Nor- 
stren was in ill health, and acting upon the recommendations of the judge, county 
attorney and warden, his sentence was commuted October 11, 1921, to 4 to 25 
years. 


Steve Worley—Committed from Yellowstone county on January 18, 1921, 
for grand larceny. Sentence—3 to 6 years. Acting upon the recommendations of 
the judge, county attorney and warden, sentence was commuted October 24, 1921, 
to 1 to 6 years. 

Mike Renick—-Committed from Musselshell county on February 5, 1921, for 
crime of robbery. Sentence—2 to 4 years. At the time crime was committed, 
Renick, was under influence of liquor. He is a hard worker and has a dependent 
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family. Upon the recommendation of the judge and county attorney, his sen- 
tence was commuted on October 24, 1921, to 1 to 2 years. 


T. M. Wiley—Committed from Ravalli county, June 18, 1921, for crime of 
burglary. Sentence—2 to 4 years. Wiley has been a good prisoner, and because 
of work performed at the prison, a dependent family and the fact that the C. 
M. & St. P. Ry. Co. had a position waiting for him, his sentence was commuted 
on November 2, 1921, to 1 to 2 years. 


EB. J. Vicain—Committed from Gallatin county December 9, 1920, for passing 
a worthless check. Sentence 6 to 14 years. At the prison he was given a cleri- 
cal position and later became finger print expert and photographer. The Warden 
stated that he improved every moment of his time while in the prison. His 
sentence was commuted November 10, 1921, to 2 to 14 years. 


-Ray A. Cobban—Committed from Deer Lodge county, June 27, 1920, for 
grand larceny. Sentence 4 to 8 years. Believing that the ends of justice had 
been served in this case and in order that Cobban might be given the benefit of 
the parole law, the sentence was commuted November 10, 1921. 


Eben Peterson—Committed from Blaine county, March 12, 1921, for crime 
of grand larceny. Sentence—3 to 6 years. From a review of the letters in the 
file, it would seem that the length of time already served had been sufficient. 
The sentence was commuted November 21, 1921, to 1 to 3 years. 


Robert E. Copple—Committed from Yellowstone county, July 9, 1921, for 


robbery. Sentence—714 to 15 years. Because of the youth of the prisoner, and. 


believing that the ends of justice might be best served by paroling him into the 
custody of his father, his sentence was commuted November 22, 1921, to 1 to 8 
years. / 


Henry Stein—On February 17, 1919, for violation of the prohibition law in 
Custer county, sentenced to serve four months in county jail and pay a fine of 
$300. There being a grave doubt as to the guilt of Stein, and he being in a bad 
physical condition, his sentence was commuted to a payment of the fine, on No- 
vember 30, 1921. 

Peter Paine—On February 4, 1921, for violation of the prohibition law in 
Flathead county, sentenced to serve 4 months in the county jail and pay a fine of 
$300.00. A petition signed by many people of Flathead county asked for clem- 
ency because of the ill health of Paine’s wife and his sentence was commuted 
December 2, 1922, to the payment of the fine. 

Robert L. Rowell—On December 17, 1921, for violation of prohibition law in 
Cascade county, sentenced to 90 days in county jail and to pay a fine of $200. 
Acting upon petitions testifying to the previous good record of Rowell and the 
destitute circumstances of his family, his sentence was commuted January 4, 
1922, to one month in the county jail and suspending the fine. 


Arthur D. Prouty—Committed from Lewis & Clark county, June 23, 1921, 
for attempting rape. Sentence—10 to 20 years. Because of extenuating cir- 


cumstances that made it appear that the penalty was too severe, the sentence | 


was commuted January 18, 1922, to 1 to 10 years. 


_ W. J. McLaren—Committed from Ravalli county, June 17, 1921, for the 
crime of burglary. Sentence—2 to 4 years. In all the circumstances it appeared 


that McLaren had been sufficiently punished and on January 21, 1922, his sen- 


tence was commuted to 1 to 4 years. 


Clinton Shaver—Committed from Phillips county, February 25, 1921, for bur- 
slary| in second degree. Sentence—2 to 4 years. As a reward for good conduct 
and industry, his sentence was commuted February 1, 1922, to 18 months to 
4 years. 


Assed Juhrey—On December 11, 1920, in Silver Bow County, verdict fixed 
at death for murder. There were filed in support of application for clemency, 
many petitions and letters, the former having been signed by several thousand. 
One petition was signed by eight of the jurors. The records led to the conviction 
that the crime committed did not carry any of the elements of deliberate pre- 
meditated murder in the first degree. On February 14, 1922, the sentence was 
commuted to life imprisonment. 
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John Henry Sieben—Committed from Blaine county, March 30, 1919, for 

grand larceny and prior convictions. In consideration of Sieben’s advanced age, 
and as a reward for his good conduct and faithful service, his sentence was com- 
muted on February 14, 1922, from that of not less than 10 years nor more than 
20 years to one of not less than 5 years nor more than 10 years. 


Charles Faulkner—Committed from Silver Bow county, June 13, 1920, for 
statutory rape. Sentence—25 to 50 years. Because of past good record, the 
needs of a dependent family, and as a reward for his industry, his sentence was 
commuted March 1, 1922, to 6 to 50 years. 


Stepehen Loomis—Committed from Dawson county, November 12, 1918, for 
statutory rape. Sentence 10 to 20 years. His previous reputation, and his record 
in the prison were good. Acting*upon the recommendation of the Warden, the 
county attorney and judge, his sentence was commuted March 1, 1922, to 6 to 
20 years. 


Peter Mills—Committed from Flathead county, December 2, 1917, for the 
crime of statutory rape. Sentence—12 to 25 years. In consideration of the fact 
that Mills was 69 years of age, and acting upon recommendations from the 
warden, county attorney and judge, the sentence was commuted March 1, 1922, 
to eight to 25 years. 


Everett Simmons—On charge of assault in third degree, in Flathead county, 
sentenced on December 8, 1921, to serve six months in county jail and pay a fine 
of $300. Simmons’ family was destitute, and as he had served a substantial 
portion of his term, it seemed that more good could be accomplished by giving 
him his liberty than by compelling him to. serve his full term. Accordingly, his 
sentence was commuted March 22, 1922, to 4 month and the payment of the 
$300 fine. 


H. 8. Jones—Committed from Dawson county, January 29, 1922, for trans- 
porting intoxicating liquors. Sentence—8 to 16 months and fine of $500. In 
order that Jones might be given the benefit of the parole law and thereby re- 
turn to his farm before too late to put in his crop, the sentence was commuted 
April 8, 1922, to 4 to 15 months and the.payment of his fine. 


Thomas Mortell—Committed from Roosevelt county, December 6, 1921, for 
the crime of rape. Sentence—2. to 4 years. Because of the recommendations 
that were submitted and the prisoners physical condition, his sentence was com- 
muted April 8, 1922, to 1 to 4 years. 

Barney Beyerele—On February 28, 1922, in Cascade county, on charge of 
manufacturing intoxicating liquors, sentenced to serve 90 days in county jail 
and ‘pay a fine of $200. Beyerle was a man of 61 years of age, a dry land farmer, 
having a wife and three young children. It seems that adverse conditions led 
to the crime. The district judge and county attorney recommended clemency 
and on May 8, 1922, his sentence was commuted by remitting the fine of $200, 

Lawrence McCoy—Committed from Silver Bow county, June 5, 1922, for 
burglary. Sentence—20 to 40 years. As a reward for his good record as a 
prisoner and as there seemed to be some question as to his guilt, the sentence 
was commuted June 5, 1922, to 5 to 10 years. 

Harley E. Showen—On October 4, 1921, in Fergus county, on charge of 
selling intoxicating liquor, sentenced to one year in county. jail and $300 fine. 
Upon the recommendation of the district judge, county attorney and numerous 
petitioners, the sentence was commuted on June 23, 1922, to the payment of his 
fine, 

Frank Ward—Committed from Silver Bow county, March 1, 1919, on charge 
of robbery. Sentence—8 to 16 years. In view of the letters submitted in his 
favor, sentence was commuted on July 31, 1922, to 7 to 10 years. 

Charles R. Curd—Committed from McCone county, September 9, 1920, charged 
With grand larceny, Sentence—4 to 8 years. Upon recommendation of the dis- 
trict judge, county attorney, warden and parole officer, the sentence was, on 
July 31, 1922, commuted to 2 to 8 years. 

George Van Laningham—Committed from Custer county, March 15, 1917, 
upon charge of murder in first degree. Sentence—Life Imprisonment. The vol- 
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uminous testimony on file indicates a strong doubt as to Van Laningham’s guilt. 
Ilis sentence was commuted July 31, 1922, to 10 to 15 years. 


Richard Pethick—Committed from Silver Bow county, December 20, 1918, 
for second degree murder. Sentence—10 to 20 years. As a reward for faithful 
service and good prison record, his sentence was commuted July 31, 1922, to 10 
to 20 years. 


John M. Usher—Committed from Dawson county, July 5, 1918, for the 
crime of statutory rape. Sentence—12 to 30 years. As-a reward for faithful 
service and good prison record, his sentence was commuted July 31, 1922, to 8 
to 15 years. 

James D: Usher—Committed from Dawson county, July 31, 1918, for the 
crime of statutory rape. Sentence—17 to 14 years. Upon the recommendation 
of the district judge and county attorney, and in view of his faithful service 
and good record, his sentence was commuted on July 31, 1922, to 8 to 20 years. 


Elmer E. Freeman—Committed from Carbon county, July 31, 1922, for 
the crime of statutory rape. Sentence—25 te 50 years. Upon the recommendation 
of the district judge, the county attorney, the present and former warden, and 
the parole commissioner, and because of the advanced age of the prisoner, his 
sentence was commuted July 31, 1922, to 8 to 20 years. 


Fred Dearborn—Committed from Beaverhead county, January 27, 1919, for 
the crime of forgery. Sentence—10 to 20 years. Dearborn forged a check for 
$18. Upon the recommendation of the district judge and county attorney, the 
sentence was commuted on July 31, 1922, to 2 to 4 years. 

Edward E. Rollins—Committed from Madison county, May 5, 1920, for the 
crime of grand larceny. Sentence—6 to 12 years. In the belief that the prisoner 
had been sufficiently punished, on July 31, 1922, his sentence was commuted 
to 4 to 12 years. 

Thomas ‘Buddy’ Ryan—Committed from Silver Bow county, March 20, 
1916, for the crime of murder in first degree. Sentence—life imprisonment. 
Ryan had a wife and children dependent upon him. His record had been good and 
executive clemency was urged by various officials and others. On July 31, 1922, 
his sentence was commuted to 12 to 20 years. 

Bert Sturgis—Committed from Richland county, December 20, 1921, for the 
crime of assault in second degree. Sentence—2 to 4 years. In the. belief that 
the interests of justice had been served in the case, and because of the dependent 
family of Sturgis, his sentence was commuted on August 31, 1922, so as to 
make him eligible for immediate parole. 

Leon Hill—Committed from Flathead county, May 11, 1921, for the crime 
of perjury. Sentence—5 to 12 years. As a reward for his industry and his 
good record, and because he was just a boy, Hill’s sentence was commuted 
October 9, 1922, to 214 to 12 years. 


John R. Howard—Committed from Yellowstone county, February 2, 1922, 
for the crime of burglary. Sentence—214 to 5 years. In view of the fact that 
Howard was a model prisoner. and on account of the illness of his father and 
his need at home in Iowa, on October 9, 1922, his sentence was commuted to 1% 
to 5 years. 

Paul Geroge—Committed from Silver Bow county, May 28, 1921, for the 
charge of attempted rape. Sentence—20 to 40 years. There was serious doubt 
as to George’s guilt, he was a model prisoner and his health was poor. For 
these reasons his sentence was commuted on October 9, 1922, to 3 to 10 years. 


Andrew Jar—Committed from Musselshell county September 8, 1921, for 
crime of robbery. Sentence—5 to 10 years. He had a wife and six children. 
The county attorney considered the sentence too severe. The Warden reported 
that he gave splendid service to the state. October 9, 1922, his sentence was 
commuted to 2 to 5 years. 

Thomas H, Stagges—Committed from Silver Bow county, February 14, © 
1917, for crime of robbery. Sentence—25 to 50 years. Stages had served two 
years longer than his copartner in the crime. As a matter of justice and because 
of his advanced years, his sentence was commuted to 11 to 25 years. 
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Hoty Wade—Committed from Cascade county, December 21, 1921, for the 


’ erime of statutory rape. Sentence—2 to 5 years. As a reward for his in- 
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dustry and previous good character, his sentence was hci on October 10, 
1922, to one and one-half to three years. 


Charles Evans—Committed from Sheridan county, October 12, 1921, for the 
crime of grand larceny. Sentence—5 to 10 years. Upon the recommendation 
of the district judge and the warden, his sentence was commuted on November 
10, 1922, to 18 months to 10 years. 


Frank Duggins—On February 14, 1922, sentenced to serve 60 days in county 
jail of Flathead county and pay a fine of $1500, for violation of the prohibition 
law. He served 9 months in the county jail. Because of the serious ill health 
of the prisoner’s wife, and recommendations from a number of officials, the sen- 
tence was commuted on November 20, 1922, to a payment of $450 and 60 days 
imprisonment. 


dlarry A. Devon—Committed from Lincoln county, November 8, 1913, for 
the crime of murder in the second degree. Sentence—life imprisonment. Upon 
the recommendation of the district judge, the county attorney, and the warden, 
the sentence. was commuted on December 4, 1922, to 18 to 25 years. 


John Hendricks—Committed from Flathead county, for crime of burglary 
by use of high explosives, April 3, 1917. Sentence—15 to 30 years. As a reward 
for faithful service and good conduct, and acting upon the recommendation of 
the district judge, the county attorney and the warden, his sentence was com- 
muted December 4, 1922, for a term of 10 to 20 years. 


Gorge Popa—Committed from Valley county,.for a second degree murder, 
July 28, 1917, for a term of 15 to 30 years. He was recommended by the district 
judge for executive clemency. His record during his incarceration was most 
commendable. For these reasons his sentence was commuted on December 4, 
1922, to 10 to 20 years. 


Steve Gaydash—Committed from Yellowstone county, August 4, 1921, for 
the crime of grand larceny. Sentence—5 to 10 years. Acting upon the recom- 
mendation of the district judge, the county attorney and the warden, his sen- 
tence was commuted on December 4, 1922, to 2 to 10 years. 

James McConville—Committed from Carbon county, October 20, 1921, for the 
crime of rape. Sentence 714 to 15 years. As a reward for faithful and efficient 
service, and in consideration of the petitions, one of which was. signed by eleven 
of the twelve jurors, his sentence was commuted: to 2 to 74% years, on December 
4, 1922. 


Frank Burns—Committed from Silver Bow county, December 22, 1918 for 
the crime of burglary. Sentence—22 to 44 years. Various officials as well as 
the man whose place Burns was alleged to have burglarized urged executive 
clemency. On December 4, 1922, the sentence was commuted to 8 to 16 years. 


John D. Gardner—Committed from Daniels county, June 3, 1922, for the 
crime of forgery. Sentence 2 to 4 years. Believing that the ends of justice 
had been met in this case and in view of the recommendations on file, the sen- 
{ence was commuted on December 21, 1922, to 1 to 2 years.

1. Amend the title to read: “A Bill for an Act entitled: ‘An Act amend- 
ing Sections 11071, 11075, 11079 and 11084, and repealing Sections 11048, 11049, 

11050, 11051, 11052, 11053, 11054, 11055, 11056, 11057, 11058, 11059, 11060, 11072, 
- 11095, 11096, 11097, 11098, 11099 and 11104 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 
1921, relating to the manufacture, sale and use of intoxicating liquors, and en- 
acting and adding to Chapter 29 of the Penal Code of the Revised Codes of Mon-

shall be punished as provided for in Section 11075 Revised Codes of Montana of 
1921 as amended in this act, providing that nothing in this act shall apply to the 
manufacture or sale of denatured alcohol, nor to wine intended for sacramental 
purposes, nor to alcohol intended for scientific or manufacturing purposes, nor to 
medicinal! preparations manufactured in accordance with formulas prescribed by the 
United States pharmacopoeia, national formulary, or the American Institute of 
Homeopathy that are unfit for use for beverage purposes; nor to patented, patent, 
and proprietary medicines that are unfit for use for beverage purposes; nor to 
toilet, medicinal, and antiseptic preparations and solutions that are unfit for use 
for beverage purposes; nor to flavoring extracts and sirups that are unfit for use 
as a beverage, or for intoxicating beverage purposes; nor to vinegar and preserved 
sweet cider.’ 

3. In line 11, page 3, of Section 2 of the bill, after the word ‘container’ add 
the words ‘at such place or on such premises.’

of petroleum and other mineral.or crude oil extracted and produced by such per- 
son in this State during such quarter, and during each month thereof, and the 
average value thereof during each such month, and shall determine and fix the 
“amount of the license taxes due to the State from such person for such quarter 
and shall made out a statement, in duplicate, showing the same, and shall add to 
the amount of such license taxes a penalty of twenty-five per cent., thereof, and 
deliver one of such statements to the State Treasurer who shall proceed to collect 
the amount of such license taxes, with the penalty added thereto, and interest .

quent bona fide purchaser for value and without notice unless; 


1. The same shall be evidenced by an instrument executed by the parties 
and duly acknowledged by the vendee, or lessee, or bailee, as the case may be, or 
duly proved,’ before some person authorized by law to take acknowledgment of 
deeds, and in the same manner as deeds are acknowledged or proved; 

2. Such instrument shall be filed for record in the office of the Secretary 
of State of this State, and in cases in which the line of such railroad or street 
railway company lies wholly within one county, also in the office of the county 
clerk and recorder of said county.

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3. To cause the ordinances of the city or town to be executed, and to super- 
vise the discharge of official duty by all subordinate officers. 


4. To communicate to the council, at the beginning of every session, and 
oftener if deemed necessary, a statement of the affairs of the city or town, with 
such recommendations as he may deem proper. 

5. To recommend. to the council such measures connected with the public 
health, cleanliness, and ornament of the city or town, and the improvement of the 
government and finances, as he deems expedient. 

6. To approve all ordinances and resolutions of the council adopted by it, and, 
in the case the same do not meet his approbation, to return the same to the next 
regular meeting of the council, with his objections in writing, and no ordinance or 
resolution so vetoed by the mayor must go into effect unless the same be after- 
wards passed by two-thirds vote of the whole number of members of the council. 

7. To veto any objectionable part of a resolution or ordinance, and approve 
the other parts. If the mayor fail to return any resolution or ordinance as afore- 
said, the same takes effect without further action. 

8. To call special meetings of the council, and when so called he must state 
by message the object of the meeting, and the business of the meeting must be 
restricted by the object stated. 

9. To cause to be presented, once in three months, a full and complete state- 
ment of the financial condition of the city or town. 

10.. To bid in for the city or town any property sold at a tax or judicial 
sale, where the city or town is a party or interested. 

11. To procure and have in his custody the seal of the city or town. 

12. To take and administer oaths. | 

13. To call on every male citizen of the city or town, over the age of 
eighteen years, to aid in the enforcement of the laws and ordinances in case of 
riots; to call out the militia to aid him in suppressing the same or other dis- 
orderly conduct, preventing and extinguishing fires, for securing the peace and 
safety of the city, or for carrying into effect any law or ordinance; and any 
person who does not obey such call forfeits to the city or town a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars. 

14. To require of any of the officers of a city or town an exhibit of his 
books and papers. 

15. To grant pardons and remit fines and forfeitures for offenses against 
city or town ordinances, when in his judgment public justice would be thereby 
subserved; but he must report all pardons granted, with the reasons therefor, to 
the next council. 

16. To perform such other duties as may be: prescribed by law.or by resolu- 
tion or ordinance of the council. 

17. He has such power as may be vested in him by ordinance of the city 
or town, in and over all places within five miles of the boundaries of the city or 
town, for the purpose of enforcing the health and quarantine ordinances and regu- 
lations. thereof: 

And that as so amended, said bill be concurred in.

2. To divide the counties into township, school, road, and other districts 
required by law, change the same, and create others as convenience requires. 

3. 'To establish, abolish, and change election precincts, and to appoint judges 
of election, canvass all election returns, declare the result, and issue certificates 
thereof. 
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4. To lay out, maintain, control, and manage public highways, ferries, and 
bridges, within the county, and levy such tax therefor as required by law; _ pro- 
vided, however, that they may, in the exercise of a sound discretion, jointly with 
other counties, lay out, maintain, control, manage, and improve public highways, 
ferries and bridges in adjacent counties, wholly or in such part as may be agreed 
upon between the boards of county commissioners of the counties concerned, and 
levy taxes therefor as provided by law. 


5. To provide for the care and maintenance of the indigent sick or. the 
otherwise dependent poor of the county; erect and maintain hospitals therefor, ox 
otherwise provide for the same; and to levy necessary taxes therefor, per capita, 
not exceeding two dollars ($2.00), and a tax on property not exceeding three- 
fifths of one per cent (1%); or either of such levies when both are not required, 
and to expend not to exceed five per cent (5%) of any such levy for the collection 
of said per capita tax, or of any part thereof. 

6. To provide a farm for the support of the poor of the county, and make 
regulations for working the same. 

7. ‘When there are no necessary county buildings, to provide suitable rooms 
for county purposes. ; s 

8. To purchase, receive by donations, or lease any real or personal property 
necessary for the use of the county, preserve, take care of, manage, and control 
the same; but no purchase of real property must be made unless the value of the 
same has been previously estimated by three disinterested citizens of the county 
appointed by the district judge for that purpose, and no more than the appraised 
value must be paid therefor. 

9. To cause to be erected and furnished a court-house, jail, hospital, and 
such other public buildings as may be necessary. 

10. To sell at public auction at the court-house door, after thirty days’ previous 
notice, given by publication in a newspaper of the county, or posted in five public 
places of the county, and convey to the highest bidder, for case, any property, real 
or personal, belonging to the county paying the proceeds into the county treasury 
for the use of the county. 

11. At the regular meetings of the board, to examine and allow the accounts 
of all officers having the care, management, collection, or disbursement of moneys 
belonging to the county, or appropriated by law or otherwise for its use and 
benefit. 

12. At the regular meetings of the board to examine, settle, and allow all 
accounts legally chargeable against the county except salaries of officers, and order 
warrants to be drawn on the county treasurer therefor, and provide for the issuing 
of the same. 

13. To levy such tax annually on the taxable property of the county for 
county purposes as may be necessary to defray the current expenses therefor, in- 
_¢luding salaries otherwise unprovided for, not exceeding sixteen mills on each 
dollar of the assessed valuation,for any one year; and to levy such taxes as are 
required to be levied by special or local statutes. 

14. ‘To equalize the assessments. 

15. To direct and control the prosecution and defense of all suits to which 
the county is a party. 

; 16. To insure the county buildings in the name of and for the benefit of the 

county. 

17. To grant licenses for keeping ferries, and such other licenses as are pro- 
vided by law. 

- 18. To fix the compensation of all county officers not otherwise in this code 
or by general or special law fixed, and provide for the payment of the same. 

19. To fill by appointment all vacancies that may occur in county, township, 
or precinct offices, except in the office of county commissioner. 

20. To contract for the county printing, and provide books and stationery 
for county officers. 

21. At the adjournment of each session for the board, to cause to be pub- 
lished in a newspaper, or otherwise, a fair statement of all its proceedings, and 
annually a statement of the financial condition of the county. 

22. To represent the county, and have the care of county property, and the 
management of the business and concerns of the county in all cases where no 
other provision is made by law. 
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23. To make and enforce such rules for its government, the preservation of 
order, and the transaction of business, as may be necessary. 


24. To adopt a seal for the board, a description and impression whereof 
must be filed by the clerk in the offices of the county clerk and Secretary of State. 


25. To perform all other acts and things required by law not in this title 
enumerated, or which may be necessary to the full dlscharge of the duties of the | 
chief executive authority of the county government. 


26. To borrow money upon the credit of the county to meet current ex- 
penses, if the county revenue is insufficient. 


27. To issue on the credit of the county coupon bonds to an amount suffi- 
cient to secure the necessary funds for the procurement of necessary building 
sites, for the construction of necessary public buildings, and for the construction 
of bridges and highways, in accordance with the provisions of Article 3 and 4. 
Chapter 2, Ttite 2, Part 4 of the Political Code (see note).

I return. herewith House Bill No. 18, ‘‘An Act to repeal Section 268 of the 
Revised Codes of Montana of 1921, relating to the employment of Clerical Help 
for State Officers, and Sections 273 to 275, Inclusive of Said Code, relating to 
the Employment and Compensation of Assistants to Civil Executive Officers,” 
without my approval and with my objections thereto. 

Two years ago the Legislature, by an almost unanimous vote enacted the 
present law empowering the State Board of Examiners to limit the number of 
employees and fix the compensation of clerks, stenographers and assistants for 
all civil executive state officers, boards, commissions or departments. 

The law in question very wiselv carried the additional provision that the com- 
pensation so fixed should not exceed the maximum sum specified in the annual 
appropriation bill passed by the Legislative Assembly. The evident ‘purpose of the 
law was to prevent the various departments, boards - nd commissions of the state 
from running wild in the matter of the number ot employees and the salaries 
paid to them. Previous to the enactment of the law, there was no central super- 
visory control over the many departments of state. Under its provisions, the 
State Board of Examiners could, upon proper showing made as to the existence 
of an emergency situation, provide extra help to meet the emergency, in exactly 
the same way that Boards of County Commissioners are authorized to provide 
extra temporary help for county assessors during the assessment of property for 
taxation. 

As a specific example of the actual operation of the law, I would cite the 
conditions prevailing during the past two years in the Department of the State 
Bank Examiner. 

Under normal conditions, the regular quota of deputy bank examiners is 
barely sufficient to give efficient service as to the examination and oversight of 
three hundred State banks. Under the extraordinary conditions prevailing in that 
department for the past two years, with more than forty state banks suspended, 
had it not been for the emergency provision of the law in question, the Bank 
Examiner’s Department would of necessity broken down, with resulting chaos to 
depositors and stockholders and the public in general. 
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With a full knowledge, on “my part, of the actual experiences under the wise 
provision of the law in question, I cannot but believe that the individual legisla- 
tors would have hesitated to enact its repeal, could they have individually known 
the danger involved in enacting the repeal of Sections 268 and 273 to 275, in- 
clusive, of the Revised Codes. 

I herewith return the bill to you without my approval, for such action as, 
on second and more mature consideration, you deem right.

We invite the most careful scrutiny of these figures, showing what salaries 
have actually been paid, and what other expenses have been incurred. It is prob- 
ably worthy of note that the total amount expended is $3,719.32 less than the 
amount appropriated. 


It might appear that the sum of $5,597.78 for printing is a large sum; but 
it should be understood that this sum covers not only the cost of all the printing 
done for the office of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction, but that 
it also covers all the printing done for the school districts throughout the State. 
There are more than two thousand school districts in the State of Montana and 
the school registers, election notices, census report blanks and practically all other 
legal blanks used by the school districts are printed under the direction of the 
office of Superintendent of Public Instruction and are included in the above sum 
of $5,597.78. Without a doubt the school districts throughout the State are 
saved considerable money by having the legal blanks printed in bulk by the State, 
instead of having this printing done by the individual school districts. 


As shown above, there was “appropriated” for the State Board of Edu- 
cational Examiners the sum of $8,500.00. It should be explained that 
in reality this is not an appropriation. It is simply an estimate 
of the amount of fees that would be collected during the fiscal 
year for the examination of applicants for teachers’ certificates 
and for issuing the same, which estimated sum, by virtue of this 
so-called appropriation, is made available for the payment of the 
expenses incurred in conducting these examinations and issuing the 
certificates. Not one dollar of this money is coming from the rey- 
enues of the State. The amount actually collected during the said 
fiscal year for such certificates is -.......

It will be seen that instead of the State paying over to the Board of Educa- 
tional Examiners the sum of $8500.00, this Board working under the direction of 
the Department of Public Instruction, did actually earn for the State during the 
said fiscal year nearly $2000.00. 

The statement of appropriations for the fiscal year 1921-22 as shown in the 
initial statement of this report, reveals that there was appropriated $25,500.00 
from Federal funds for Vocational Education and the same amount from State 
funds for the same purpose, making a total appropriation of $51,000.00. These 
funds are expended through the State Board of Hducation, under the Department 
of Vocational Education. The amount contributed by the National Government 
is made available for these purposes under what is known as the Smith-Hughes act.

Considering the small amount of this appropriation (only $1880.97 out of 
$17,304.87), that actually goes towards teaching agriculture and home economics 
in our schools, the question arises, if it does not cost the State of Montana en- 
tirely too much to obtain the appropriation from the Federal Government in aid of 
vocational education. We recommend that the Committee on Appropriations look 
into this subject carefully and obtain the opinion of educators and business men 
as to whether or not it is advisable for the State to continue any appropriation 
whatever in aid of vocational education. We want to say, in this connection, 
that the requirements of the Federal Government in regard to this vocational edu- 
eation are so numerous and complicated that many high schools throughout the 
State do not avail themselves of the assistance that they could obtain from the 
Federal Government. If this appropriation is discontinued it will save the State 
the full amount of the appropriation which, for the year 1921-22 was $25,500.00, 
as before stated. 


The appropration of $20,000 for Normal Training in the high schools of the 
State is apportioned directly to the various high schools throughout the State that 
maintain a normal training department for rural teachers. Hducators and busi- 
ness men inform us that in their opinion these normal departments in our high 
schools are working well and have made it possible for the State of Montana to 
give normal training to a great number of teachers in rural schools, who, on ac- 
count of expenses and for other reasons, would not be able to avail themselves of 
the Normal Training offered at the State Normal College at Dillon. 


: The amount apportioned to high schools throughout the State during the fiscal 
year in question amounted to $21,256.25, or $1,256.25 more than the amount ap- 
propriated. This expenditure excess of the appropriation for that fiscal year will _ 
be deducted from the apportionment made during the present fiscal year.

Board of Education between this date and the time of the convening of the next 
regular session of the legislature, make a report as to the condition of the 


schoo! at Boulder to the next regular session of the Senate with reference to the 


segregation of these schools and as to the advisability of the same, and as to 
where in the State of Montana would be a suitable and preferable location, and 
in addition thereto, to make a report as to the estimated cost of establishing a 
new institution to be maintained by the State to take care of the deaf, dumb 
and blind. 


The reason we make this recommendation is that the deaf, dumb and blind — 


are classed with the feeble minded. It is humiliating to the deaf, dumb and 
blind students, as well as to their parents, to be classed with the feeble minded, 
and it also, from our investigation, tends to hinder the securing of employment 
for the deaf, dumb and blind after they leave the institution at Boulder. There 
is no question but what the treatment at Boulder of the deaf, dumb and blind 


is absolutely of the best. The institution which houses the deaf, dumb and blind — 


has cost the State approximately four hundred thousand dollars and we believe 


it would require this much money to properly establish a new school of suitable 


proportions and as good equipment as the school at Boulder, and we cannot find 
at this time the ways and means of so doing. 


In addition to the foregoing statements, we believe that there are in the 
neighborhood of four hundred applicants to the School of Feeble Minded at 
Boulder who cannot be taken care of by reason of the present over-crowded con- 


| 
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dition at Boulder. If the deaf, dumb and blind were removed from the Boulder 


school, all of the buildings now taking care of the deaf, dumb and blind could 
be used for the feeble minded and, even so, then there would not be room for all 


of the feeble minded children of the State. Hence, we make the recommendations 
above with the hope that the State Board of Education will furnish the next 
Senate sufficient information so that suitable action may be taken to properly 
look after the interests, welfare and treatment of the deaf, dumb and blind, as 
well as to properly care for and look after the welfare ‘and training of the 
feeble minded children of the State of Montana.” (Signed): Paul, Cowan,

We, your Committee on Education, having had under consideration Senate 
Bill No. 170, by Watson, being a Bill for an Act entitled: 

“An Act providing for the separation of the schools of the deaf, dumb and 
blind from the schools of the feeble minded, and the locating of the school for 
the deaf, dumb and blind in some large center of population.” 

Beg leave to report that the same do not pass, and in making such recom- 
mendation beg leave to submit that the bill contains some meritorious pro- 
visions and’ that your committee after having considered the proposition thor- 
oughly, and hearing the evidence of the Superintendent of the School at Boulder, 
recommends that the State Board of Education between this date and the time 
of the convening of the next regular session of the legislature, make a report 
as to the condition of the school at Boulder to the next regular session of the 
Senate with reference to the segregation of these schools and as to the advis- 
ability of the same, and as to where im the State of Montana would be a suit- 
able and preferable location, and in addition thereto, to make a report as to the 
estimated cost of establishing a new institution to be maintained by the State 
to take care of the deaf, dumb and blind. 

The reason we make this recommendation is that the deaf, dumb and blind 
are classed with the feeble minded. It is humiliating to the deaf, dumb and 
blind students, as well as to their parents to be classed with the feeble minded, 
and it also, from our investigation, tends to hinder the securing of employment 
for the deaf, dumb and blind after they leave the institution at Boulder. There 
is no question but what the treatment at Boulder of the deaf, dumb and blind ~ 
is absolutely of the best. The institution which houses the deaf, dumb and 
blind has cost the State approximately four hundred thousand dollars and we 
believe it would require this much money to properly establish a new school of 
suitable proportions and as good equipment as the school at Boulder, and we 
cannot find at this time the ways and means of so doing. 

In addition to the foregoing statements, we believe that thers are in the 
neighborhood of four hundred applicants to the Schoolof Feeble Minded at — 
Boulder who cannot be taken care of by reason of the present over-crowded . 
condition at Boulder. If the deaf, dumb and blind were removed from the 
Boulder school, all of the buildings now taking care of the deaf, dumb and blind 
could be used for the feeble minded and, even so, then there would not be room 
for all of the feeble minded children of the State. Hence, we make the recom- 
mendation above with the hope that the State Board of Education will furnish 
the next Senate sufficient information so that suitable action may be taken to 
properly look after the interests, welfare and treatment of the deaf, dumb and 
blind, as well as to properly care for and look after the welfare and training of 
the feeble minded children of the State of Montana.

Section 5030. Powers of Mayor. The mayor is the chief executive officer 
of the city or town, and has power: 

1. To nominate, and with the consent of the council to appoint all non- 
elective officers of the city or town provided by the council, except the assist- 
ants, clerks and stenographers of the city or town treasurer, which said assist- 
ants, clerks and stenographers of said city or town treasurer shall be nominated 
by the said treasurer, and also except as provided in this title. 

2. To suspend, and, with the consent of the council, to remove any non- 
elective officer, stating in the suspension or removal the cause thereof. 

3. To cause the ordinances of the city or town to be execute’, and to super- 
vise the discharge of official duty by all subordinate officers. 

4. To communicate to the council, at the beginaing of every session, and 
oftener if deemed necessary, a statement of the affairs of the citv or town, with 
such recommendations as he may deem proper. 
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5. To recommend to the council such measures connected with the public 

health, cleanliness, and ornament of the city or town, and the improvement of 

_ the government and finances, as he deems expedient. 
i 6. To approve all ordinances and resolutions of the council adopted by it, and 
in case the same do not meet his approbation, to return the same to the next 
regular meeting of the council, with his objections in writing, and no ordinance 
or resolution so vetoed by the mayor must go into effect unless the same be 
afterwards passed by two-thirds vote of the whole number of members of the 
council. 

7. To veto any objectionable part of a resolution or ordinance, and approve 
the other parts. If the mayor fails to return any resolution or ordinance as 
aforesaid, the same takes effect without further action. 

8. To call special meetings of the council, and when so called he must 
state by message the object of the meeting, and the business of the meeting must 
be restricted to the object stated. 

9. To cause to be presented, once in three months, a full and complete 
statement of the financial condition of the city or town. 

10. To bid in for the city or town any property sold at a tax or judicial 
sale, where the city or town is a party or interested. 

1l. To procure and have in his custody the seal of the city or town. 

12. To take and administer oaths. 

13. To call on every male citizen of the city or town, over the age of 
eighteen years, to aid in the enforcement of the laws and ordinances in case of 
riots; to call out the militia to aid him in suppressing the same or other dis- 
orderly conduct, preventing and extinguishing fires, for securing the peace and 
safety of the city, or for carrying into effect any law or ordinance; and any 
person who does not obey such call forfeits to the city or town a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars. 

14. To require of any of the officers of a city or town an exhibit of his 
books and papers. 

15. To grant pardons and remit fines and forfeitures for offenses against 
city or town ordinances, when in his judgment public justice would be thereby 
subserved; birt he must report all pardons granted, with the reasons therefor, to 
the next council. 

16. To perform such other duties as may be prescribed by law or by resolu- 
tion or ordinance of the council.

A JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE APPOINTMENT OF A COM- 
MISSION OF SEVEN MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATURE — THREE 
FROM THE SENATE AND FOUR FROM THE HOUSE, TO INVITE CON- 
FERENCE WITH A SIMILAR COMMISSION FROM EACH OF THE 
STATES OF NORTH DAKOTA, SOUTH DAKOTA AND MONTANA, TO 
INVESTIGATE AND REPORT ON MATTERS PERTAINING TO GRAIN 
GRADING, SECURE TERMINAL FACILITIES AND MARKETING OF 
FARM PRODUCTS, AND AUTHORIZING SUCH COMMISSION TO MAKE 
SUCH INVESTIGATION AS MAY BE DEEMED NECESSARY TO ENABLE 
IT TO MAKE FINDINGS AND REPORT RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Whereas, there is, and for several years last past, has been wide spread 
discontent and dissatisfaction among the grain growers of this state and the 
adjoining states of North Dakota, South Dakota and Montana, with reference 
to the grading of wheat produced in the spring wheat section of the Northwest, 
and. 

Whereas, repeated effort has been made by the Legislatures, public officials 
and people of said state during a period of several years to secure a modifica- 
tion of the present standards and rules established by the federal authorities 
for the grading of such grain but no satisfactory relief has so far been secured, 
protecting the grain growers in the Northwest and the losses that they have, 
and are, sustaining in consequence of such system of grading, and 


Whereas, the failure to secure relief from the evils complained of has ag- 
gravated this feeling of discontent and dissatisfaction and at this time it is 
stronger than at any time in the past and the people are insistently demanding 
relief from the present system of grain grading and the present system of mar- 
keting. 

Now, Therefore, Be it Resolved by the Senate, the House of Representatives 
coneurr:ing, that there be appointed a commission to consist of three members 
of the Senate, to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor, and four members 
of the House, to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, who shall have * 
authority to invite conference with a similar commission from the Legislatures 
of the States of North Dakota, South Dakota and Montana to convene at the 
city of St. Paul at the earliest date possible to investigate and make findings of 
facts as to the true cause which gave rise to the present state of dissatisfaction 
and discontent with our present grain grades and to report recommendations to 
the Legislatures of their respective states and to Congress and the Secretary : 
of Agriculture and to further investigate and report recommendations as to the 
passage of such laws as may be deemed advisable to assist in bringing about 
necessary changes to improve our present system of marketing from products 
and to report their recommendations with reference thereto. 

Be It Further Resolved, that the said committee (the appointment of which is 
hereby authorized) be and they are hereby empowered to make all necessary 
investigation, with reference to the subjects named, to examine witnesses and 
records to such extent as may be deemed necessary to find and report the 
facts bearing upon the evils connected with our present system of grain grad- 
ing and grain marketing and to make findings and report recommendations with 
a view to securing legislation furnishing relief, so far as possible, from the con- | 


ditions complained of and supplying the producer better terminal marketing

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 





The Committee to investigate land at Deer Lodge, reported as follows: 
“To the Eighteenth Legislative Assembly: 

We, your Special Committee appointed by this Assembly to investigate the 
advisability of purchasing farm lands in the State for the benefit of the State 
Prison, Deer Lodge, Montana, beg leave to report as follows: 

According to the Resolution passed by this Assembly we were given instru 
tions to investigate a tract of land consisting of 4700 acres known as the Kohrs- 
Bielenberg tract, and also a tract of land known as the Valiton ranch. 
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With reference to the general situation we will say that the State Prison 
has no land of its own at Deer Lodge. The State is operating a small tract of 
ground lying north of Deer Lodge which belongs to the State Land Department 
and using that for the production of a few vegetables and for the production 
of some pork and this is all the land that the State of Montana uses in con- 
nection with the prison. Within twelve miles of Deer Lodge lies the Tubercu- 
losis Hospital at. Galen. At this institution the State is paying for help to 
produce vegetables and garden products and to produce dairy products and we 
believe that this is a mistake. There are nearly four hundred prisoners at the 
prison at Deer Lodge and these prisoners if given the opportunity can produce 
all of the vegetables and dairy products and meat that is consumed by the 
prison and by the institution at Galen if they have the land to do the work on 
and we believe that they should have it because it is costing the State con- 
siderable money every year to produce these products under present conditions. 
We believe further that the present method of maintaining the prison without a 
large ranch in connection for the purpose above mentioned is an expensive and 
wasteful system and although it will cost money no doubt to buy land it is 
the most economical way to handle the prison and other institutions such as 
Galen and ‘Warm Springs and should have been done years ago. 


In this connection we wish to say we have very thoroughly gone into the 
matter of the Valiton ranch and have also looked up the records of the court 
in regard to suit instituted by the State of Montana against Frank Conley, 
former Warden of the State Prison, and we find that the State is already 
interested in this property to the extent of several thousand dollars in improve- 
ments that have been made on this ranch. This condition came about through 
a former prison board authorizing Mr. Conley to get an option on this land 
with the view of receiving permanent possession of same and all the improve- 
ments were made by Mr. Conley with a view of permanency on this ranch. 


In going over the entangled accounts between the State and Mr. Conley, 
we have finally decided to give Mr. Conley $30,000.00 for the 503 acres known 
as the Valiton ranch. This purchase price will also include the 1922 crop which 
approximately amounts to about 400 bushels of oats, 1000 sacks of potatoes, 
450 tons of hay and 940 pounds of pork, which value is roughly estimated at 
$5,000.00 thus leaving the actual cost of the ranch to the State of Montana at 
$25,000.00. 


On the Valiton ranch are situated a very expensive and well built set of 
farm buildings. These buildings were constructed with the view of being used 


-by the State for the care of prisoners and for the operation of this ranch by 


the prisoners. There is a very large and especially well built machine shed and 
a very well equipped and well constructed blacksmith shop, a fine well built 


-brick dairy barn, capable of holding sixty or seventy dairy cows, together with 


room for hay in the loft. Also a well equipped brick kitchen and dining room, 
also a very well constructed brick root cellar with an upstairs sufficient to 
hold a number of men to be used for bunk house purposes and well equipped 
cream and dairy house made of brick; also a twelve or fourteen room brick 
dwelling house especially well constructed and if built by ordinary labor would 
cost in the neighborhood of fifteen or twenty thousand dollars. These buildings 
are an especially splendid set of buildings, well suited to the needs of the prison 
and are all new. Besides there are other buildings suitable for farm use and we 
have no hesitation in saying that they are a splendid set of buildings and that if 
this ranch is purchased by the State there will be no need for the spending of 
any money for farm buildings for sometime to come. 


In looking over the situation in a general way, we feel that if the 
State of Montana took over the Valiton ranch that they should also own another 
tract of land lying between the Valiton ranch and the City of Deer Lodge, be- 
longing to Conley and McTague. This would bring the farm property of the 
State within 200 or 300 feet of the prison property and we most earnestly recom- 
mend that the State also purchase what is known as the Bratton ranch con- 
sisting of 136 and a fraction acres at $100.00 per acre and another small tract 
of land known as the Stellar ranch consisting of 18 and a fraction acres at 
$150.00 per acre. The Bratton ranch, like the Valiton ranch, is well equipped 
for a dairy ranch as far as buildings are concerned, having a large dairy barn, 
which will hold sixty cows, a large silo and is also equipped with graineries, 
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milk house and chicken house. These buildings are situated very close to the | 


prison grounds. ‘The soil of these two latter ranches is well adapted for most 
any kind of farming, and we feel that the price asked for these two strips of 
land is reasonable and that if the state prison wants farms, which they abso- 
lutely must have in order to keep the prisoners occupied and allow them to earn 
their own living, the State of Montana, the Committee feels can not afford to 
pass up the buying of these three ranches at this time. 


We wish to further state that the water rights on the Bratton ranch are 
of the very best as it lies under the ditch of the Deer Lodge River, which also 
supplied the Valiton ranch, and his several good rights out of what is known as 
the Peterson Creek, and the committee feels that should the water out of the Deer 
Lodge River fail, they could then divert water out of Peterson Creek to the use 
on their property. 

If these ranches are purchased as we recommend, the State will then own 
a farm within 300 feet of the prison and we believe this is the most practical 
and the most satisfactory proposition that the State can put through. The great 
advantage in this lies in the fact that the prison can handle the property right 
from the prison and that the prisoners will not need to go outside of the prem- 
ises very far to get on the prison ranches. “It will put the prison and its ranches 
practically as one property and if the prison authorities see fit they can buy the 
land from the owners in the City of Deer Lodge and make the property one 
continuous piece of property. This land lies to the south of the prison and to- 
wards the institutions at Galen and Warm Springs and for this reason we 
also recommend this purchase, not only because of its nearness to the prison 
but also because of the fact that it lies toward the institutions at Galen and 
Warm Springs and will make it much easier to get to those institutions than 
if lands are purchased lying to the north of Deer Lodge. 


In regards to the Kohrs and Bielenberg ranch the Committee desires to 
say that this is a tract of land lying to the south of the Valiton ranch and 
adjoining it and contains 4700 acres. The ditch from the Deer Lodge River 
which covers the Valiton ranch also covers the Kohrs & Bielenberg ranch and 
is owned jointly by these two properties. This ranch can be very easily handled 
in connection with the Valiton ranch. There is a large portion of this ranch 
lying on the bench to the south and east of Deer Lodge which we believe could 
be used for dry land purposes but we believe it is more useful for pasturage, 
there are also several hundred acres of bottom land in the Kohrs-Bielenberg 
ranch but your Committee feels that this is a large undertaking and that they 
would much prefer to see this ranch in the summertime when they can ascer- 
tain its value for prison purposes and as to whether the same can be success- 
fully operated in connection with the prison and at a profit. We believe it 
will be absolutely essential if the prison maintains a dairy herd of any con- 
sequence to have pasture and that the State will need several sections of just 
such land as there is in this ranch for pasture purposes, but your Committee 
would prefer to look at this property in the summer time, to make a detailed and 
thorough investigation with reference to this matter and we therefore recom- 
mend that this Committee be given authority to make this investigation and 
if they can make the proper arrangements and suitable terms can be agreed 
upon, that they might have authority to examine this ranch more fully with 
a view to determining its value for use in connection with the State Prison. 

There are other small tracts of Jand close to the prison which might be of 
value to the prison and we believe that this Committee should be authorized to 
look at them and at any other property near the prison which your Committee 
might think it desirable and necessary for the State to own. 

In view of the forgoing we recommend an appropriation of sufficient size 
to buy the Valiton and Bratton ranches and the Stellar tract as above mentioned. 
We further recommend that this Committee be made permanent and that they 
be given authority to do the things hereinbefore suggested and that they be 
instructed to go over to Deer T.odge during the summer months and look into 
the advisahility of the purchase of more land for farming purposes: for the use 
of the prison. That an appropriation of $500.00 or so much thereof as may 
be necessary be made to cover the expenses of this Committee for that purpose. 

We also further recommend that your Special Committee be requested 
when they have made their examinations as provided in this paragraph, that 


| 
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they make a written report of their findings in detail, together with their recom- 
mendations and that said report and recommendations be presented to the next 
session of the Legislature for action thereon. 

We therefore recommend that the Committee be empowered to do the things 
hereinbefore recommended and that House Bill No. 260 be amended to conform to 
the provisions of these recommendations and that as so amended the bill be passed 
and that said bill contain a provision that the State Board of Examiners may 
be able to close a deal on the Valiton and other ranches before the fifteenth 
of March, 1923, in compliance with the decision of the court in what is known 
as the Conley case. 

We also recommend that in the event the Legislative Assembly sees fit 
to carry out the recommendations that we have heretofore made that an ap- 
priation of $35C(0.00 be allowed to cover the expenses of the buying of additional 
machinery and: equipment with which to successfully operate the ranches above 
mentioned.

The Commissioner of Finance, Records and Accounts shall 
have, possess, exercise and perform all of the powers, authority, and duties 
which are now, or may hereafter be prescribed by the laws of the State, for 
or required of County Treasurers, County Assessors, County Clerks and Recor- 
ders, County Auditors and Public Administrators.” 

“Section 35. The Commissioners of Public Safety shall have, possess, ex- 
ercise and perform all of the powers, authority and duties which are now or 
may be hereafter prescribed for, or required of County Sheriffs, and when ex- 
ercising or performing such powers, authority or duties he shall be designated 
as Sheriff. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall designate one of his 
assistants to act a3 tnder-sheriff, and shall designate others thereof to act 
as “Deputy-Sheriffs.”: 


“Section 36. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall have the control 
and management of, and have charge of the construction, repair, improvement 
and maintenance of all public buildings of the county, of all roads, streets, 
alleys, sidewalks, bridges, viaducts, and other public ways, sewers, drains, 
ditches, culverts, streams and water courses, boulevards, parks, play gvounds, 
cemeteries and other places and grounds, except such as are under the jurisdiction, 
control and management of incorporated cities and towns and. their boards and 
officers. He shall also be responsible for the making and preservation of all 
surveys, maps, plans, drawings, and estimates for such public work, and. for 
the preservation of contracts, papers, plans, tools, and appliances belonging 
to the covrnty and pertaining to the functions of his department. 

Whenever the commission may deem it necessary such commission may 
employ a county surveyor or county engineer, but snch surveyor or engineer 
must have the same qualifications as are prescribed by the general laws of 
the state for county surveyors, and such county surveyor shall be assigned 
to the Department of Public Works, and shall be under the direction and con- 
trol of the Commissioner of Public Works, and perform such duties as may 
be imposed upon him by the commission.”

Such removal shall not take place before such 
Superintendent has been given a public hearing before the Commission, and 
not then unless ample cause shall have been established justifying the Commission 
in making such removal. No person shall be appointed to the office of county 
superintendent of schools unless such person shall be a graduate of a four 
year accredited high school, shall have had at least two years work in some 
recognized normal school or college and at least three years experience as a 
teacher and be the possessor of a state certificate issued by the State of Mon- 
tana. The compensation of the county superintendent of schools shall be fixed 
by the commission. He shall have such power and authority and exercise and per- 
form such duties as are prescribed for and required of county superintendents 
of schools by the general laws of the state.”

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following majority and minority reports of the Special Committee in- 
vestigation were received: 

“Helena, Montana, February 24, 1923. 
To the House of Representatives: 

The undersigned, a majority of your special committee to investigate the 
resolution introduced by Loble of Lewis and Clark county on January 9, 1923, 
respectfully report as follows: 

Pursuant to authority granted by the House, public hearings were con- 
ducted on February 1, 3 and 5th, at which time witnesses, appearing both vol- 
untarily and by subpoena, were questioned and testified under oath. Stenog- 
raphic record was had of all of these proceedings, and careful study of this 
record prompts us to offer the following findings and recommendations: 

The resolution called attention to the fact that under Section 11084 of the 
Revised Codes of Montana special officers are appointed with the contemplation 
that their salaries and expenses are to be paid out of the law enforcement fund, 
a fund maintained solely from fines collected from violators of the law. As 
stated in the resolution, this might present the situation that these special 
officers would be compelled to testify that they were being paid from this law 
enforcement fund, and lead a jury to conclude that such witnesses were inter- 
ested, in a pecuniary way, in the outcome of the case.. 
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We believe this point is well taken. From testimony given, it does not 
appear that this point has been successfully raised in the past, in this depart- 
ment, because apparently funds were privately raised and salaries paid before 
the cases were brought to trial, possibly with one exception. However in order 
that this important objection might not be raised, we would recommend that 
salaries and expenses of special officers be paid by the general fund of the State, 
with possibly some arrangement for reimbursing the general fund to such an 
extent from moneys received in the law enforcement fund. 

The resolution under investigation then mentions enforcement officers and 
employees of the state prohibition enforcement department, which prove to refer 
to Eugene Van ‘Wert, the chief of the special officers, and one William H. Coun- 
tryman and one George Notuskoff 

Everett Eugene (Gene) Van Wert. 

Quoting the resolution: .... “it is current rumor that one of the said 
special officers, now and for a long time in the employ of the State as a special 
officer and as chief of the prohibition forces of the State of Montana at a 
salary of $3600, has heretofore in a Federal court, been convicted of accepting a 
bribe while acting as an officer of the Federal government.” 

The committee received and admitted a certified record of the U. S. district 
court, northern district of Iowa, eastern division, Case No. 4167, of the United 
State of America vs. Everett E. Van Wert. This committee admits that it is 
the record of said case and the facts of the defendant’s—Van Wert’s—convic- 
tion in said court for accepting a bribe for the purpose of influencing his official 
action while a federal officer. 

This matter, being of official record, the committee is compelled to report 
it. Within the time and means allowed us, it was impossible to fully investi- 
gate any surroundings or circumstances in connection with this case in Towa. 
Solely for what it may or may not be worth, we mention the contents of a 
certain letter introduced in the testimony before the committee, such letter 
being written by one W. E. Johnson, “Pussyfoot Johnson,” whom we believe to 
be of such national reputation that his letter could be given consideration. 
Writing to Joseph Pope upon the occasion of the employment of Van Wert 
as a special officer by the Attorney General’s department, Johnson explains the 
circumstances of the Van Wert conviction briefly, as follows: 

In 1909 Van Wert secured indictments against certain saloonkeepers in Iowa. 
Their representative offered a bribe to Van Wert to receive leniency, in the 
event of their conviction. Van Wert, acting as an officer, arranged to take the 
money. Leniency was not recommended by Van Wert. Investigations were in- 
stigated. It was proven that Van Wert had accepted a bribe. Van Wert was 
tried in 1912. He pleaded guilty before Judge Reed, who in pronouncing sen- 
tence, praised the work of Van Wert in Iowa in highest terms. He was sen- 
tenced to three months’ imprisonment. His imprisonment was only nominal. 
He carried the keys to the jail and kept the jail books.” 

Having admitted the certified record as a part of our investigation, your 
committee refers to the letter introduced in our investigation, simply as a 
matter of fairness, solely for what it is worth to the judgment of your honorable 
body. 

William H. Countryman. 

Quoting the resolution further, “it is further widely rumored that another 
special officer, either now in the employ of the State, or heretofore in its employ, 
is an ex-convict of the Montana State prison, and in the public press of the 
4th day of January, 1923, it was detailed that Federal authorities for Montana 
had instituted condemnation proceedings against this automobile of this same 
State prohibition officer, for a violation of the Federal liquor laws, and that he 
had been arrested for a violation of the Federal liquor laws.” 

Your committee establishes that this refers to one William H. Countryman. 
From certified records furnished to your committee, these charges are undoubt- 
edly true. 

Pitents appearing in the press, during the course of these proceedings, would 
indicate that this same William Countryman has operated as detective in Butte 
in connection with the enforcement of the liquor laws, whether as an officer 
of the state department or not, we are not informed; that in the course of this ~ 
operation he has become involved in perjury and other actions unbecoming an 
officer 
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George Motuskoff. 

Quoting further the resolution: .... “that the records of the district court 
of the First judicial district of the State of Montana, in and for the county of 
Lewis and Clark, will show that another purported prohibition officer of the 
State of Montana, had, prior to his employment as such, been convicted of a 
violation of the same taut that he was employed to sin Sneed 

This we have established, to refer to one George Motuskoff, otherwise known 
as Jack Dell, and, according to the certified copies of record furnished the ecom- 
mittee, the charge is undoubtedly true. 

Conclusions. 

Continuing the resolution: “and, whereas, such a condition of affairs, if it 
be true, is inimical to the best interests of the State of Montana, positively. de- 
structive of law enforcement, and is contrary to the ideals of those who have 
the ideals of prohibition at heart.” 

We recommend that no person be permitted to serve as one of the six 
special enforcement officers, who has not previously been appointed by the Board 
of Examiners as provided for in Section 11084 of the Codes, and also that no 
persons be employed to work under the direction of the special enforcement of- 
ficers, without the authorization of the Attorney General. 

As intimated in the resolution, it is an embarrassment to those who have 
the interests of prohibition at heart, as well as a serious proceeding, for the 


law enforcement department to employ any persons who have been guilty of — 


violation of the Montana liquor laws, which they are employed to enforce. 

The present State prohibition enforcement officer. 

Regarding the character, integrity and ability of Eugene Van Wert, the 
chief of the State prohibition enforcement forces 

Elsewhere in this report we have given, without comment, such informa- 
tion as has been presented to us, concerning an affair which took place fourteen 
years ago. 

After listening to unimpeachable testimony regarding the character, in- 
tegrity and ability. ‘of Mr. Van Wert, from the judge of the Federal court, judge 
of the supreme court of this State, the governor, the ex-governor, the ex-attorney 
general, numerous county attorneys who have known and worked with him, as 
well as other leading citizens, we are forced to the conclusion that he is an 
honest, capable and efficient officer and certainly a man to whom can be en- 
trusted the enforcement of the State prohibition laws. 

The departments expenditures. 

Your committee has gone over each and every voucher representing ex- 
penditures of the law enforcement fund, since its creation by the legislature of 
1921 and finds no irregularities. With some exceptions, vouchers are usually 
supnorted by receipts, as nearly as the nature of this work will permit.

“Helena, Montana, February 12, 1923. 
To the Hovse of Representatives: 

The undersigned, a minority of the Committee appointed to investigate the 
truthfulness of certain charges made against the State prohibition forces, and 
requested to make findings ‘and conclusions in reference thereto, begs leave to 
report as follows: 

That investigation has been made as to the truthfulness of the charges 
contained in said resolution, which charges are three in number: (1) That the 
chief officer of the prohibition forces of the State of Montana has been previously 
convicted in the Federal court of accepting a bribe while acting as a Federal 
officer in the suppression of illicit liquor traffic; (2) That another State pro- 
hibition officer has been previously an inmate of the Montana State prison and 
that this same officer sustained a confiscation of his automobile in the Federal 
court of this district for using said automobile in whiskey running; (3) That 
another State officer has heen convicted of a violation of the liquor law. 

Findings of Fact. 

Your committee finds that the men referred to as State officers in said 
resolution are Eugene Van Wert, chief of the prohibition forces of the State 
of Montana, W. H. Countryman and George Motuskoff. The first mentioned 
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has been the head of this department since its inception. The other two men- 
tioned have been from time to time, employed as State officers, and Motuckoff 
still is a State officer. Countryman was a State officer until on or about 
January 8, 1923. ; 

(a) Eugene Van Wert. 

That by certified copy of the records of the United States district court of 
Iowa, northern district, eastern division, it was shown that Van Wert plead 
guilty on or about December 2, 1914, to accepting a bribe to influence his official 
act while a Federal officer engaged in the suppression of the liquor traffic and 
that for that offense he was imprisoned and fined; that under Section 117 of 
the United States Penal Code, which section was the one under which Van Wert 
plead guilty, it is further provided that any person convicted under said section 
“shall forfeit his office or place and thereafter be forever disqualified from holding 
any office of honor, trust or profit under the government. of the United States.” 
That the supreme court of the United States, in an opinion by Mr. Justice 
Hughes, now secretary of state, and with the unanimous acquiesence of the 
associate justices of this high tribunal, decided in 233 United States Reports that 
the indictment returned against Van Wert was in every respect legal, correct 
and proper and stated a crime. That the Honorable George M. Bourquin, United 
States district judge for the district of Montana, called as a witness before your 
committee, testified as follows: 


“Q. In your opinion, did the indictment in the case of United States against 
Van Wert state a cause of action? Rue 

“A. Oh, undoubtedly; the supreme court so held.” 

That the same learned gentleman further in his testimony said, in part: 
“The man (referring to Van Wert) had been at some time accused, and I think 
the case showed that he should be convicted. * * * .” That the same witness, 
referring to the credibility of witnesses convicted of crime, said, in part, that a 
man who accepts bribes would thereby seriously impair his own credibility. That 
the same witness said, in part, in reference to the credibility of such a witness 
before a jury: “* * * with the average man sitting in the jury box, and with 
the instructions of the court in reference to what that means (referring to con- 
viction of a felony) that that can be introduced in evidence against a man in 
order to affect his credibility, I imagine that it has ordinarily some weight. In 
a close case especially it would have.” 

That Van Wert admits that many years after the time of the commission 
of this offense to which he subsequently plead guilty, that Woodrow Wilsen, 
then President of the United States, denied his application for a pardon and 
that he has been unable to secure a pardon. 

That it was testified to by M. J. Ryan, a former officer under Van Wert 
and now engaged in the same line of work in the state of Utah, that while Van 
Wert was working under 8. C. Ford, former Attorney General of Montana, and 
while Van Wert was working for various counties in the State of Montana in 
the suppression of the liquor traffic, that he, Van Wert, asked from the said 
Ryan and received from him the sum of One Dollar and Fifty Cents ($1.50) per 
day in order that said Ryan might hold his job under Van Wert. That Van 
Wert admitted on the stand the truth of Ryan’s above accusations. Ryan further 
testified that since Van Wert was employed as the head of the State forces, 
Ryan was required to pay Van Wert One Dollar a day to hold his position. In 
that connection a claim for Ninety-seven Dollars and ten cents ($97.10) over 
the signature of Van Wert was offered in evidence, which money Van Wert 
drew and which claim had been raised from Eighty-seven Dollars and ten cents 
($87.10) its correct amount to Ninety-seven Dollars and ten cents ($97.10). 
Kvan testified that he only received Fifty Dollars ($50.00) of this amount, which 
Van Wert admitted, but making some contention that Ryan owed him money, 
which contention was denied by Ryan. 

That the sum of Twenty-four thousand one hundred twenty-four and 19 /100 
($24,124.19) dollars has been drawn from the law enforcement fund from May, 
1921, to and including January, 1923, a period of twenty-one months, of which 
amount the sum of Sixteen Thousand, Nine Hundred Sixty-seven and 94 /190 
Dollars ($16,967.94) was draw over the signature of Van Wert which amount 
represents his salary amounting ‘to the sum of $3600.00 per year, the bhaiance 
represented by alleged purchases of whiskey, transportation, board, and room, 
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money alleged to have been advanced for the purpose of purchasing evidence, 
and money alleged to have been advanced to other operatives That a large por- 
tion of this money is not represented or accounted for by any receipt of any 
kind or character. That while it is not contended that receipts can always be 
obtained in this line of work, that there are many instances wherein receipts 
can be obtained without any disclosure of the identity of the officer. 


That the system of paying officers from fines is undesirable in that it is an 
inducement to give exaggerated testimony and an obstacle in enforcement in that 
juries naturally do feel that the officer has a pecuniary interest in tue outconie 
of the trial in which he is giving testimony. That a considerable porsion of this 
fund is obtained through the activities of sheriffs, constables and other state 
officers, and not solely by reason of the efforts of the prohibition enforcement 
department. 

(b) W. H. Countryman. 

That W. H. Countryman, another State prohibition officer, was heretofore 
convicted in Carbon county, Montana, of bank robbery and served a term in 
the State penitentiary at Deer Lodge therefor. That the same officer was con- 
victed on or about April 24, 1922, in Missoula county of the crime of transport- 
ing intoxicating liquors. That the automobile of the same officer was.during 
the time this hearing has been in progress, ordered forfeited and confiscated By 
United States District Judge Bourquin for having been used in the illegal trans- 
portation of liquor. That during the progress of this hearing newspaper ac- 
counts from Butte disclosed, and the committee agreed to take the same as 
true, that the same officer testified for defendants in criminal cases involving 
the violation of the liquor laws, wherein he was supposed to have purchased 
liquor as a State officer, and that such defendants were acquitted. The same 
cfficer is now confined in jail in Butte upon the charge of having acceptel :noney 
under false pretenses from alleged violators of the liquor laws. That the em- 
ployment of Countryman at the request of the superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon League was a serious mistake, as subsequent events have amply sub- 
stantiated. 

(ec) George Motuskoff. t 

That George Motuskoff, another State officer, was convicted on the 24th 
day of February, 1921, of a violation of the liquor law in Carbon county, Mon- 
tana, and was sentenced to serve a period of thirty days in the county jail 
and pay a fine of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00). That the same man on March 
25, 1922, was convicted in Dawson county of a violation of the liquor laws and 
sentenced to a period of four months in the county jail and One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) fine. That the same officer appeared in court in Dawson county on 
January 6, 1923, as a witness in an intoxicating liquor case in a drunken condi- 
tion and was held guilty of contempt therefor, and fined the sum of Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00) . 

(d) Effectiveness of the Department. 

That your committee requested of the Board of Examiners by written com- 
munication that the committee be supplied with certain detailed information, 
an important item of which was the amount of money received by various of- 
ficers of the State prohibition forces from the several counties of the State; that 
such information was not furnished to the committee and that, therefore, the 
committee is without information as to how much money has been received by 
such State officers from the several counties. The communication further re- 
quested information as to the number of cases in which the State prohibition 
officers participated and the results of the same. That in accordance with said 
request the Attorney General submitted to your committee reports of twenty- 
four (24) county attorneys of the State of Montana covering the activities of 
this department from its inception to January 1, 1923. That one of the wit- 
nesses, the Rev. Joseph Pope, superintendent of the Anti-Saloon League, in his 
testimony indicated that this department had participated in Eleven Hundred 
and forty-five cases (1145), but that the records submitted by the Attorney Gen- 
eral to this committee show that this department participated exclusively in but 
Four Hundred cases (400) in which there were One Hundred and Sixty-one (161) 
convictions. One Hundred and Seventy-six (176) cases acquitted or dismissed, and 
the remaining cases pending or undisposed of; in other words, that of the 
eases in which this department did so participate, forty per cent (40%) were 
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successful and forty-four per cent (44%) unsuccessful. That a number of county 
attorneys throughout the State testified in behalf of the department in general 
terms, but that the records of such county attorneys did not always bear out 
their words of commendation as to results. A typical case was that of the 
county attorney of Cascade county, who testified that he considered Van Wert 
the best officer with whom he had come in contact. Yet the record submitted 
by this county attorney, to the Attorney General, and by the Attorney Gen- 
eral to this committee, showed that of the One Hundred and Seventy-three (173) 
that of the Seventy-three (73) forty-three of said cases, or more than fifty per 
cent (50%) were found either not guilty or dismissed. That in said county, 
according to the record submitted by the county attorney, Van Wert’s name 
appeared in sixty (60) cases, and of the sixty cases, thirty-six (36) or more 
than one-half were dismissed or acquitted. That it was further shown by the 
records of the various county attorneys so submitted to this committee that of 
the One Hundred and Sixty-six (166) cases in the various counties of the State 


wherein Van Wert’s name appeared as a witness, fifty-three and one-half per 


cent (531%) of said cases were found not guilty or dismissed. That the same 
records disclose that in Lewis and Clark county of the eighty-five (85) cases 
filed the State department appeared in twenty-four (24), of which eighteen (18) 
were found not guilty or dismissed; that in the same county wherein the 
sheriff and other officers appeared and not the State forces, that sixty-one 
(61) cases were filed without an acquital. That in Carbon county forty-three 
(43) cases were filed, and of the twenty-one (21) filed through the State de- 
partment one was found not guilty and twenty (20) were dismissed. That in 
the same county Federal officers secured thirteen (13) convictions and no ac- 
quittals. 


That the information furnished the committee disclosed that Federal of- 
ficers, sheriffs and other officers were far more successful in their prosecutions 
than the State forees. And taking into consideration that the State forces 
have spent more than Twenty-four Thousand Dollars, practically depleting its 
fund, its record for ineffectiveness is astounding. It is the opinion of the un- 
dersigned that the large number of acquittals and dismissals obtained from: this 
department and its general ineffectiveness is, in a large sense, due to its em- 
ployment of criminals, ex-convicts and bootleggers as special officers; and that 
to constitute as officers and clothe with the authority thereof men of the type 
hereinbefore mentioned is contrary to the spirit of our laws and its just ad- 
ministration, and a positive obstruction to any successful law enforcement. 
That there are many men in the State who are entitled to preferential employ- 
ment, whose services would prove of great value in this department. 


Conclusions and Recommendations 


Therefore the undersigned recommends that the State Prohibition Enforcement 
Act, to-wit, Section 11085 of the Penal Code of 1921, be amended to provide that no 
one shall be employed as a special officer of the State prohibition forces if he shall 
have been theretofore convicted of a felony or a violation of the liquor laws, 
unless he shall have thereafter been pardoned. 


(2) That the Board of Examiners, in the appointment of special officers 
of this department, give effectiveness to the statute enacted by the last legis- 
lative assembly by giving employment, consonant with the provisions of that 
statute, to soldiers and sailors of the late World war who under said statute 
are entitled to preferential employment.

Amend Section 3, lines 10 and 1) by striking out “regular annual meeting 
of the board of trustees of the rural school district held on the first Thursday 
in July” and inserting in lieu thereof “not later than the last day of May.”

Every corporation, except as hereinafter provided, engaged in busi- 
ness in the State of Montana, shall annually pay to the state treasurer, for 
the privilege of engaging in and carrying on business in this state in a cor- 
orate or organized capacity, a license fee of one per centum of the total net 
‘income received by such corporation during the preceding fiscal year from all 
sources within the State of Montana, including interest on bonds, notes or 
other interest bearing obligations of residents corporate or otherwise, and the 
income received by way of dividends on capital stock or from net earnings of 
corporations required to pay a license fee under this Act, whether such dividends 
or net earnings be distributed in cash, property or capital stock; provided, 
however, that in the case of a railroad, telegraph, telephone, express or other 
_ common carrier corporation, engaged in both intrastate and interstate com- 
merce, the license fee shall be based upon the net earnings derived from the 
intrastate business in the State Montana only; and provided further, that in 
determining income rentals, royalties, gains or profits from the operation of 
farnis, mines, oil and gas wells situated within the State of Montana shall he 
deemed to be income from sources within this state, while income from land 
contracts, mortgages, stocks, bonds, securities, deposits and credits received 
by a domestic corporation shall be deemed to be income received from sources 
within the state but when received by a foreign corporation shall be deemed 
to be income received from sources without this state. 


The term “corporation,’ as used in this Act, means and includes joint 

_ stock companies, common-law companies, business trusts and insurance com- 
anies ; e te omesti eans organized and created within this state, 

? nies; the term “d tic’ means organized and ated witl this state 

_ and the term “foreign” means organized and created outside of this state. 
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The followime eorporations shall be exemps from the payment of license 

fees under this Act: 

1. Tabor, agricultural and horticultural organizations; 

2. Mutual savings, banks not having a capital stock represented by shares: 
= 3. Fraternal beneficiary societies, orders and associations, (a) operating 
_ under the lodge system; and (b) providing for the payment of life, sick, ac- 

cident or other benefits to the members of such society, order, or association, 
or their dependents; 

4. Domestic building and loan associations and co-operative banks with- 
out capital stock organized and operated for mutual purposes without profit, 
substantially all of the business of which is confined to making loans to mem- 
bers; 

5. Cemetery companies owned and operated exclusively for the benefit 
of their members, or which are not operated for profits; 

6. Corporations organized under the laws of this state and operated ex- 
clusively religious, charitable, scientific or educational purposes, .or for the 
prevention of cruelty to children or animals, no part of the net earnings of 
which inures to the benefit of any private stockholder or individual. 

7. Business leagues, chambers of commerce or boards of trade, not organ- 
ized for profit and no part of the net earnings of which inures to the benefit 
of any private stockholder or individual; 

8. Civic leagues or organizations not organized for profit but operated ex- 
clusively for the promoting of social welfare; 
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9. Clubs organized and operated exclusively for pleasure, recreation and 
other non-profitable purposes, no part of the net earnings of which inures to 
the benefit of any private stockholder or individual; 

10. Farmers’ or other mutual hail, cyclone or fire insurance companies, 
mutual ditch or irrigation companies, mutual or co-operative telephone compan- 
ies, or like organizations of a purely local character, the income of which consists 
solely of assessments, dues and fees collected from members for the sole pur- 
pose of meeting expenses; 

11. Farmers’ Fruit Growers’ or like associations organized and operated 
as sales agents for the purpose of marketing the products of the members and 
turning back to them the proceeds of sales, less the necessary selling expenses, 
on the basis of quantity of produce furnished by them;

In commenting on the report herewith submitted, we, your committee, rec- 
ommend that the Gas and Oil Inspection Department be continued; that an ap- 
propriation be made for its support; that the Deputy Oil Inspector has con- 
ducted his department in a very efficient manner; the Deputy Oil Inspector has 
been able to collect approximately $5,000.00 each year from delinquent auto li- 
cense *tax, and also while on his inspection tour of the State acts as collector 
and auditor checking dealer’s license tax, and collecting therefor such delin- 
quencies, if any. 

We, therefore, recommend that the Board of Examiners empower such 
Deputy Oil Inspector to perform such duties as license tax inspector and collec- 
tor, as the Board of Equalization may designate; also we recommend that the 
-deputy collector, if any, be appointed by the State Board of Equalization; be 
empowered to act as Deputy Oil Inspector; by so doing you will avoid duplica-. 
tion of the expense of one inspector or collector, insuring mileage and expense 
unnecessarily. By merging the duties of these deputies of these two departments 
we believe a great saving can be effected, and still maintain the efficiency and 
high standard of the oil inspections and chemist’s department of our State, that 
the consumers of oil and gasoline of the State will have such protection as they 
are entitled to. 


MOTOR VEHICLE DEPARTMENT. 


In commenting on this department, beg Jeave to report that this depart- 
ment is costing the State seemingly quite a large sum of money, but inasmuch 
as our time is limited, we have not been able to arrive at any recommendations, 
any further than that the department is conducted, no doubt, as economically 
as possible, and very efficiently. Will say that possibly this department could 
be handled at the State prison and a saving effected by the employment of 
prison labor. 

The committee believes these departments have been built up to a very 
efficient standard, and believes due consideration should be had before dis- 
organization or transfer is made of any of these two departments now under the 
supervision of the Secretary of State.

The stockholders, when assembled as herein provided, shall pass a resolu- 
tion reciting the facts of receipt of notice from the Superintendent, notice of 
impairment and notice of meeting, and assessing themselves by assessing the 
stock of record, payment of which assessment must be made within the time 
limit specified by the Superintendent of Banks as provided in notice of impair- 
ment. 

If there be any stock remaining on which the assessment is not paid as 
hereinabove provided, the same or such part thereof as is necessary to pay the 
assessment shall be sold by the Board of Directors acting through the cashier or 
Secretary thereof, at public or private sale-as appears best for all concerned, on 
a day certain, not less than thirty days after the day fixed for payment of 
assessment hereinabove provided, notice of time and place of which sale shall 
be given by registered mail to the stockholders by the Board through its 
Cashier or Secretary at least ten days prior to the date thereof and such sale 
of stock as herein provided for shall effect an absolute cancellation of the 
outstanding certificate or certificates evidencing the stock so sold, and shall 
make the same null and void in the hands of the stockholder, his assigns or 
pledges, and the new certificate shall be issued by the bank to the purchaser 
thereof, for the number of shares purchased, and a new certificate issued to 
the stockholder of record and delivered to him or any pledges or assignee thereof 
for the remaining shares, if any, and the record of the original certificate sold 
shall be marked cancelled on the books of the bank and such record thereof 
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shall be prima facie evidence of the regularity of the proceedings for the sale 
of said stock. 


(2) If the said stock does not sell for sufficient to pay the assessment 
thereon, the Board of Directors may proceed by suit in the name of the cor- 
poration to collect the deficiency from the record holder, whose stock has been 
thus sold for the assessment.”

Such bank shall make a report to the Superintendent of Banks, 
at least once each sixty days from and after the date when the bank ceased 
to transact business as such, which report shall give a list of assets wholly or 
partially realized upon, together with the amount of each so remaining uncol- 
lected, and also a list of the liabilities retired by application of such amount 
so realized. The Superintendent of Banks shall have power to examine into the 
affairs of the banks so liquidated, at any time to determine whether the rights 
of creditors and depositors are being protected, and if at any time he finds 
that such liquidation is being improperly conducted, or that the interests of the 
depositors and creditors are not being properly protected, he may upon the 
order of the Governor and Attorney General as in other cases, forthwith take 
possession of the property and business of such bank and complete the liquida- 
tion thereof in the same manner as is provided in case of involuntary liquida- 
tion. The expenses of such examination shall be paid by such bank. Such 
bank shall immediately publish a notice in a newspaper published in the place in 
which such bank is located, and if none is there published, then in the place 
nearest thereto, that it is closing up its affairs and notifying creditors to pre- 
sent their claims against the bank for payment.

_tendent on or before the first day of August each year, in the manner and form 
and on the.blanks prescribed and furnished by the superintendent of public in- 
struction. 

16. To make a report directly to the superintendent of public instruction 
whenever instructed by him to do so. 

17. To determine what branches, if any, in addition ,to those required .by 
law, shall be taught in any school in the district, subject to the approval of the 
county superintendent, in districts of the third class. 

18. _To visit every school in their district at least once in each term, and to 
examine carefully into its management, conditions and needs. This clause ap- 
plies to each of the trustees. 

19. ‘To provide separate privies or outhouses for the use of the sexes at all 
school houses, where the same do not exist, and to see that the same are kept 
in good repair, and in clean condition. Such privies or outhouses must be located 
and built in such manner as to secure privacy. In all cases where there is no 
fence dividing the playgrounds of the sexes, the privies or outhouses herein 
named shall be separate and distinct buildings, and situated at least twenty feet 
apart, and to require that all teachers and janitors use due care in keeping all 
toilets in good repair and in clean condition and free from obscenity; provided 
that any trustee or trustees, teacher, janitor, or janitors, failing to comply with 
the provisions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined in a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned in the county jail not exceeding ninety days, or both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 

20. To allow pupils residing in other districts to attend school in the dis- 
trict of which they have charge, if in their judgment there is sufficient room. 

21. To procure by purchase or donation, and to cause to be displayed daily 
in suitable weather, an American flag, with accompanying necessary fixtures, 
for each and every school house in their respective districts. Said flags shall 
be of dimensions not less than four by six feet, and shall be made from durable 
material. The school trustees are hereby authorized and empowered to use such 
portion of the school funds as remain in their hands, and which is not otherwise 
appropriated, for the purchase and erections of fixtures. , 

22. To close a school at their discretion during the annual session of the 
State Teachers’ association, and to allow teachers to attend the same without 
loss of salary.

The President of the Senate appointed Senators Harmon and Muffly, and 
Rpresentatives Swift and Oker, as members. of a committee to inform the Gov- 
ernor that the joint assembly had convened and was awaiting his pleasure. 
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His Excellency, Governor Joseph M. Dixon, then appeared, was escorted to 
the Chief Clerk’s desk, was introduced by the President of the Senate and de- 
livered his message to the members of the House and Senate. 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Members of the Eighteenth Legislative Assembly: 


At the beginning of the present legislative session, in obedience to the con- 
stitutional revision that directs the Governor to “give to the Legislative As- 
sembly information of the condition of the State and recommend such measures 
as he shall deem expedient” for remedying the same, I then pointed out the 
alarming condition of the State finances, as set forth in the report to me by 
the State Treasurer, showing that the State government ran behind for the 
year 1918, $987,405. That during the year 1920 the State government ran be- 
hind $1,982,194. That the deficit for the operation of the State government 
for the three- “year period, January 1, 1918, to January ‘J, 1921, amounted to- the 
sum of $2.902,876. That for the two-year period, January 1, 1921, to January 1, 
1923. the increased deficit amounted to the sum of $671,835. 


In my message at the beginning of the session I also called your attention 
to the further fact that the net assessment of property for taxation had decreasd 
from $589,304,187 in 1918 to $465,200,282 in 1922. 


It is hardly necessary for me now to suggest that the steady decrease in 
the cash value of farm lands throughout Montana will show a further decrease 
in the net assessment for the present year. 

On yesterday I received the following official communication from the State 
Treasurer: 


“Feb. 26, 1923. 
Hon. Jos. M. Dixon, Governor of the State of Montana, Helena, Montana. 
My Dear Governor: In response to your inquiry concerning the condition 
of the State’s finances as of the above date, I beg leave to report as follows: 


The amount of the outstanding Registered General Fund Warrants today 
totals $2,953,572.23. The revenues credits to the general fund for the year ending 
June 30, 1922, amounted to $2,949,990. Bills pending before the present. session 
of the legislature have taken from the general fund all moneys heretofore re- 
ceived from the inheritance tax and gasoline tax, amounting to $205,310.32. De- 
ducting this from the receipts of the last fiscal year, we may expect to receive 
for the general fund for the coming fiscal year, June 30, 1923, to June 30, 1924, 
not more than $2,740,680. There is no reason to palieve hat valuations in We 
State will increase very materially during the coming year, so that we may 
expect the general fund will not be increased. 

The total expenses chargeable to the general fund for the past fiscal year 
amounted to $8,545,886.14. I understand that pending appropriations for the 
next fiscal year aggregate a total of about $4,000,000. If these appropriations 
are made they will exceed the estimated revenue about $1,250,000.

The Montana Constitution in Section 2, of Article 12, contains the 
prohibition that the Legislative Assembly shall not create a debt or liability in 
excess of the sum of $100,000. 


Section 12 of Article 12, of the State Constitution prohibits the Legislative 
Assembly from making appropriations in excess of the yearly revenues in the 
following specific language: 

“No appropriation shall be made nor any expenditures authorized by the 
Legislative Assembly whereby the expenditures of the State during any fiscal 
year shall exceed the total tax then provided for by law and applicable to such 
appropriation or expenditure, unless the Legislative Assembly making such ap- 
propriation shall provide for levying a sufficient tax, not exceeding the rate 
allowed in Section nine (9) of this article, to pay such appropriations or ex- 
penditures within such fiscal year.” 


Section 9, as referred to, expressly limits the State levy for taxation to 
two mills, which, with the additional one and one-half mills provided for in the 
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laws initiated by the people themselves in 1920 for the maintenance of the 


Brea yes university limits the total levy that you can make to three and one-halt 
mills. 


Yet despite these repeated warnings of impending disaster and in direct 
contravention of the constitutional provisions prohibiting appropriations in excess 
of the current revenues, the tentative appropriation bills now call for one and a 
quarter million dollars in excess of any possible revenue for the coming fiscal 
year, and also an additional one and one-quarter million dollars of appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year succeeding. ) 


~In other words, this means that you will have increased the floating in- 
terest bearing warrant indebtedness of Montana by January 1, 1925, to over 
five million dollars. 


Under the tentative appropriation bills now pending, the four educational 
institutions comprising the University of Montana—the Agricultural College, the 
State University, the Normal School and the School of Mines—run a grave risk 
of not receiving the full quota of appropriations to which they are unquestionably 
entitled under the initiated law of 1920. 

\Whiie the legislature must reappropriate the money paid under the one and 
one-half mill levy for these institutions, it is in the very nature of a sacred 
trust and cannot, at least under the moral law, be intermingled with crdinary 
revenue. 

Based on the $468,000,000 net assessment of last year, this should yield for 
these four institutions about $700,000, which, added to the $400,000 income from 
their land grant funds, would give these four institutions a joint revenue of 
$1,100,000 for the coming year in actual cash in lieu of the theoretical appro- 
priation of $1,400,000 on paper, which, prorated to the actual income of the State 
for the coming year, will yield a far less amount. In justice to these four edu- 
cational institutions, I believe the proceeds from this one and one--half mills 
should not be intermingled with the general revenues of the State. 

Under the constitution and the statutes you hold the purse strings to the 
State’s treasury, I do not. The Legislative Assembly alone can create and in- 
crease the State indebtedness. 


Upon you now rests the sole responsibility of determinine whether or not 
a deaf ear shall be turned to the ery for relief from increased public indebted- 
ness coming from the people of this State. 


I know cf no Jegerdemain of finance whereby executive officers can coin 
dollars out of thin air, even under the direction of legislative appropriation bills 
made against an empty State treasury. 

Every legislative appropriation bill for carrying on the work of the State 


government since and including the year 1918 has exceeded the yearly: revenue 
of the State. 


During these five years appropriations have been made by the legislatures 
in excess of the receipts, until now the overdraft approximates three million dol- 
lars. The present program now contemplates a further increase of the State 
indebtedness of more than two million dollars. 


The present assembly has already passed a most drastic measure, imposing 
severe penalties on city and county officials for spending in excess of the cur- 
rent city and county revenues, and yet calmly proceeds towards appropriating 
more than two million dollars in excess of the State revenues for the coming 
biennium. 

It is my belief that most of vou may not yet realize the full extent of the 
danger. 

For months, I have tried to the best of my humble ability in public ad- 
dress and private speech and in official meassages to you to point out the danger 
confronting us. Knowing these things, I cannot again forbear pointing out the 
fact that appropriations now made in excess of the revenues of the State are un- 
constitutional. 

We have now reached the place where we can go no further. Temporarily 
much inconvenience and some hardship will result, but we cannot go on in- 
definitely appropriating money and at the same time deliberately refuse to 
provide the revenues to meet the same appropriations. 
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Two years ago in my message to the Seventeenth Legislative Assembly and 
again at the beginning of the present session, in view of the hopeless condition 
of the State’s revenues to meet the legislative appropriations for the State in- 
stitutions, | recommended the enactment of various revenue measures to lift some 
of the burdens of government from the homes and farms and business of the 
State by transferring them to other forms of wealth that are and have been 
escaping their equitable share of the burden. 

In the hope of preventing a breakdown in carrying on the necessary work 
of the State institutions, at the beginning of the present session I recommended 
to you for enactment three revenue measures that I believe would have carried 
us over the present emergency. 


The one per cent gross license tax, on metalliferous mines was estimated to 
yield about $400,000. ‘Che two per cent license tax on hydro-electric power com- 
panies was estimated to yield about $140.000. The three per ecnt gross license 
tax on crude oil production was estimated to yield about $300,000. 


With these additional revenues I believed that with the strictest economy 
your State institutions could have functioned during the period intervening be- 
tween the adjournment of this legislative session and the convening of the legis- 
lature two years hence. But a powerful legislative lobby congregated here dur- 
ing the last 60 days representing a tremendous aggregation of wealth in copper, 
oil and hydro-electric power, has brought every pressure to bear to defeat the 
attempt to compel these non-resident owners of Montana’s natural resources to 
bear the same proportion of the burdens of government that we, who live in 
Montana, are compelled to carry. 


During these strenuous days of pressure by these representatives of special 
interests, the people of Montana have had no lobby to speak or plead for them. 

It is true that the people of the State have reserved to themselves the re- 
served legislative power to initiate revenue measures to enable them to carry 
on their State institutions, without doing violence to their constitutional pro- 
visions. While I apprehend they will probably be compelled to take this action 
in order to protect their State institutions, still under this procedure, as laid 
down in our constitution, no relief can come for at least two years. 


The immediate question that now confronts us is how to save the State 
government and its necessary institutions from the impending catastrophe. 


As Governor of the State, my powers to bring relief are exhausted when I 
have fulfilled the constituitonal requirement to “sive to the Legislative As- 
sembly information as to the condition of the State and shall recommend such 
measures as shall deem expedient.” This I have already done to the best 
of my ability. 


My own suggestions as to how the State institutions might at least tem- 
porarily be saved from acute embarrassment have apparently not met with favor 
at the hands of a majority in both branches of the Legislative Assembly. 

Section 1 of Article 12 of the State onstitution says: “The necessary 
revenue for the support and maintenance of the state shall be provided by the 
Legislative Assembly.” 

Under these conditions I therefore have no other alternative than to now 
leave to your own initiative the ways and means for providing the necessary 
revenues for carrying out the trust temporarily placed in your hands by the 

people of Montana. 

Upon completion of the Governor’s message, it was moved by Senator Har- 
mon, duly seconded and carried, that the joint assembly dissolve, and that the 
Senate retire from the hall of the House.

Upon the filing of such an affidavit the clerk shall deliver 
to the elector making the affidavit copies of petitions papers for demanding such 
an election, printed copies of which the clerk shall keep on file for distribution 
as herein provided. In issuing any such petition paper the clerk shall enter in 
a record to be kept in his office the name of the elector to whom issued, the 
date of issuance, the number of papers issued, and shall certify on each paper 
the name of the elector and the date of issuance. No petition paper shall be 
accepted as part of a petition unless it bear such certification of the clerk and 
unless filed as hereinafter provided. 

Section 75. A petition for a recall election to be effective must be returneé 
and filed with the clerk within thirty days after the filing of the affidivit as 
provided in last preceding section, and to be sufficient must be signed by at least 
twenty per centum (20%) of the qualified electors of the county whose names 
appear on the official register of voters of the county on the date when such 
petition is returned and filed with the Clerk. If and such petition is insufficient 
as originally filed it may be amended as provided in this act. iy 

Section 76. Tf a petition for a recall election, or an amended petition, shall 
be certified by the clerk to be sufficient he shall at once submit it to the com- 
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mission with his certificate to that effect and shall notify the member of the 
commission whose removal is sought of such action. Unless the member whose 
removal is sought resign within five days after such notice, the commission 
shall thereupon order and fix a day for holding a recall election. Any such 
election shall be held not less than ninety nor more than one hundred and twenty 
days after the petition has been presented to the commission and may be held 
at the same time as any other election held within such period; but, if no 
other election be held within such period, the commission shall call a special 
recall election to be held within the time aforesaid. 


Section 77. The question of recalling any number of members of the com- 
mission may be submitted at the same election, but as to each member whose 
‘removal is sought a separate petition shall be filed and provision shall be made 
for an entirely separate printed ballot. Candidates to succeed any person whose 
removal is sought shall be placed in nomination by petition signed, filed and 
verified as provided for nominating petitions for a ‘municipal primary election; 
except that each petition paper shall specify thatthe candidate named herein is a 
candidate to succeed a particular person whose removal is sought.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 
The following report of the Coal Investigation Committee was received: 


TO THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 18TH LEGISLATIVE 
; ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF MONTANA. 


The undersigned, your Committee, heretofore appointed to investigate the 
business of mining, transporting and selling of coal to all purchasers thereof 
and inquiring into the cost thereof and the profit enjoyed and the feasibility 
of the State of Montana, purchasing and _ operating or leasing a coal mine 
within the state primarily, to furnish coal for all State Institutions, surplus 
production to be offered for sale to county, city and school governments of the 
state, respectfully beg leave to report as follows: 

Your Committee proceeded to draw a questionaire to be answered by all 
coal operators, a eopy of wihch is hereto attached, marked Exhibit “A”, and 
also a questionnaire to be answered by all of retail coal dealers within the State 
of Montana, a copy which is hereto attached, marked Exhibit “B”, and also held 
a hearing with the coal operators on the 15th day of February 1923. 

In response to the questionaire submitted to coal operators, your Committee 
received twenty-one answers, none of which contained any information upon 
which your Committee could base any findings except the answer submitted 
by the Northwestern Improvement Company, and the Republic Coal Company, 
all of which response are hereto attached; that at the hearing held on the said 
15th day of February 1923, the following persons representing the following 
companies, respectively appearing and testified, a copy of which testimony 
was transcribed and is hereto attached, marked Exhibit “C’; that from the 
hearing held and from the evidence obtained, your Committee was unable to 
secure any information upon which to base findings of any value. Your Com- 
mittee ascertained that a Federal Investigation into the price of coal has been 
in process for a period of six months; that while your Committee ascertained 
from the above named persons that questionaires have been answered by each 
of said companies to the Federal Government, the said operators regarded said 
information forwarded to the Federal Government as confidential in nature; 
that all of said operators with the exception of the representative of the North- 
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western Improvement Company advised your Committee that it would be im- 
possible to furnish the information called for in your Committee’s question- 
aire within the course of several months. 

While it is somewhat difficult for your Committee to understand that suffi- 
cient information could not be furnished upon which to base a finding as to the 
cost of producing coal by the operator within the time allowed; your Committee, 
nevertheless, feels that the coal operators of the State should be required to 
furnish the requested information as indicated by the questionaire, and your 


‘Committee respectfully recommends that further questionaires be sent to all 


coal operators in the State with instructions to return the same to the Public 
Service Commission within a period of six months and that the Public Service 
Commission of the State of Montana be charged by this Assembly with the 
duty of insisting upon the answering of said, questionaires, and that said Pub- 
lic Service Commission report its findings to the next Legislative Assembly. 
of the State of Montana. 

Your Committee sent questionaires to 720 retail coal dealers, ten of which 
were returned unclaimed and 88 of which were returned and only about one-half 
dozen of which contained information of value to the Committee. 

Your Committee received no response from coal brokers. 

Your Committee ascertained that the State of Montana owns valuable 
coal lands which are now being leased to various private individuals. We 
recommend that when the leases upon these mines expires that careful in- 
vestigation of said leases and coal lands be made before renewal of any of 
said leases and that the advisability of the state operating their own mines 
for the purpose of supplying coal to various state institutions be investigated. 

Your Committee respectfully recommends that further questionaires be 
sent to retail dealers and coal brokers, and that the same be returned to the 
Public Service Commission of the State of Montana within six months, and that 
The Public Service Commission be required to submit their conclusions to the 
next. Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana. ;

HOUSE BILL NO. 409 
INTRODUCED BY PILGERAM 


A BILL FOR AN ACT, ENTITLED: “AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
SUBMISSION TO THE QUALIFIED ELECTORS OF THE STATE OF 
MONTANA OF AN AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA BY ADDING THERETO AN ARTICLE TO BE 
KNOWN AS ARTICLE XXII, PROVIDING FOR THE PAYMENT OF 
ADJUSTED COMPENSATION TO BONA FIDE RESIDENTS OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA WHO SERVED ON ACTIVE DUTY IN THE 
WORLD (WAR AND TO! SUCH OF SAID PERSONS WHO BEING CITI- 
ZENS OF THE UNITED STATES SERVED IN THE NAVAL, MILITARY 
OR AIR FORCES OF ANY OF. THE GOVERNMENTS ASSOCIATED 


WITH THE UNITED STATES DURING SAID WAR, AND AUTHOR- - 


IZING THE INCURRING OF INDEBTEDNESS; AUTHORIZING THE 
ISSUING OF BONDS, PROVIDING FOR THE LEVY OF A TAX. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That the Constitution of the State of Montana be amended 
as hereinafter provided, and that the question of such amendment be submitted 
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to the qualified electors of the State of Montana at the general election to be 
held in November, 1924. 

Section 2. That the Constitution of the State of Montana be and the 
same is hereby amended by adding thereto an article to be known as Article 
XXII, and to read_ as follows: 


Section XXII, Section 1. In order to promote the spirit of patriotism 
and loyalty, in testimony of the gratitude of the State of Montana, and in 
recognition of the splendid services of Montana men in the war between the 
United States and the German Empire and its allies, there shall be paid to 
each person who was regularly called, enlisted, drafted, inducted or commis- 
sioned and who served on active duty in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
of the United States between the sixth day of April, Nineteen Hundred and 
Seventeen and the Eleventh Day of November, Nineteen Hundred Eighteen 
for a period longer than two months; and to each person who, being a citizen 
of the United States at the time of entry therein, served on active duty in 
the naval, military or air forces of any of the governments associated with 
the United States during the war with the central allied powers between the 
sixth day of April, Nineteen Hundred Seventeen and the eleventh day of 
November, Nineteen Hundred Eighteen, for a period longer than two months; 
and at the time of his call, enlistment, induction, commisssion or service, 
was a bona fide resident of the State of Montana, the sum of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) for each month or major fraction thereof that such person was in 
active service during said war whether before or after November 
11, 1918, not to evceed however, a total sum of Two Hundred Dollars 
($200.00) ; provided, that persons who have received extra compensation from 
any other state, or nation other than the United’ States for such active ser- 
Vice shall not be entitled to compensation under this Article unless the amount 
of compensation so received is less than they would be entitled to hereunder, 
in which event they shall receive the difference between the compensation 
allowable uunder this Article and the extra compensation already received 
‘from such other state or nation, provided, further, that persons who have re- 
ceived greater compensation than the regular pay of the Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps and commutation for quarters and subsistence shall not be 
entitled to receive compensation under this Article unless the amount of the 
extra compensation so received is less than they would be entitled to here- 
under, in which event they shall receive the difference between the compensa- 
tion allowable under this article and such extra compensation. In case 
of death of any such person while in such service an equal amount shall be 
paid to his surviving widow, if not remarried the time compensation is re- 
quested, or in. case he left no widow and left children, then to his surviving 
children, or in the event he left no widow or children, then to his surviving 
parent or parents. Persons of the female sex, or their surviving children or 
parents, who are in all other respects within the terms of this Article shall 
be entitled to compensation thereunder. 

Section 2. The word “person” as used in Section 1 of this Article, shall 
not include persons who, during the period of their service, refused on 
conscientious, political or other grounds, to subject themselves to full mili- 
tary discipline or unqualified service, or who while in such service, were 
separated therefrom under circumstances amounting to a dishonorable dis- 
charge and who have not subsequently been officially restored to an_hon- 
orable status, and such person shall not be entitled to the benefits of this 
Article. . 
Section 3. All disbursements required by this Article for compensation 
shall be made upon the presentation of a certificate upon a form to be pre- 
scribed by the State Auditor, which certificate shall be duly verified by the 
claimant under oath and shall set forth the name, residence at the time of entry 
into the service, date of enlistment ,induction or commission, date of dis- 
“charge or release from active service, if the claimant is not on active duty, 
a statement that the claimant during the period for which compensation is 
allowed did not refuse to subject himself to full military discipline and unquali- 
fied service and that he has not been separated from the service under circum- 
stances amounting to a dishonorable discharge, and such further information 
as the State Auditor may requuire. Such’ certificate shall be presented to 
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the State Auditor or his representative together with an honorable discharge 
or release from active service, or in case of its loss a properly authenticated 
record of service, or in the event that claimant is still in the service a proper 
authenticated record of all active service performed by claimant, or if the 
same be presented by the widow, child or parents of a deceased veteran, then 
with the proper evidence of death, together with a properly authenticated record 
of service, and the State Auditor shall endorse upon such discharge, release 
or record of active service the fact that it was made the basis of the appli- 
cation, and shall return such discharge or release or record of active service 
to the claimant and shall forthwith draw his wararnt in the name of the 
claimant upon the Veteran’s Compensation Fund for an amount equal to 
Ten Dollars ($10.00) for each and every month of active service, or major 
fraction thereof, subsequent to the sixth day of April, Nineteen Hundred 
Seventeen, not exceeding however a total of Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00), 
and the State Treasurer shall pay such warrants from the Veterans’ Com- 
pensation Fund. 


In cases where application for compensation is made by the widow, chil- 
dren or parents of a deceased veteran, such person shall furnish the same 
information as though the application were made by the deceased veteran, 
and the State Auditor shall prepare and appropriate form of certificate to 
cover such cases. Compensation allowed to the children of deceased veterans 
dhall be paid to the guardians of such children, which guardian if appointed 
by the courts of this state, shall serve without compensation and in the dis- 
cretion of the court without bond, and it shall be the duty of every county 
attorney in this state to appear in the courts or render any other necessary 
legal assistance in behalf of such children in so far as the provisions of this 
Article are concerned, without compensation and no public officer shall col- 
lect any fees in any proceeding brought in behalf of such children to secure 
compensation under this Article. 

The State Auditor is empowered to make such additional reasonable re- 
quirements from applicants as are necessary to prevent fraud or the pay- 
ment of compensation to persons not entitled thereto. 


Section 4. The State Auditor shall furnish free of charge, upon appli- 
eation thereof, the necessary form of certificate to all persons entitled thereto, 
and may establish at different noints with the State of Montana ‘offices 
at which there shall be kept on file for the use of persons covered by this 
Article, a sufficient number of forms of certificate so that there may be no 
delay in the payment of this compensation. The State Auditor may authorize 
the county auditor, or county clerk, or both, of any county of the state to 
act for him in receiving applications under the provisions of this Article, 
and shall furnish such person with the proper certificates to enable him to 
accept such application. The State Auditor is hereby authorized and directed 
to procure such -printing and office supplies and equipment, and_ to 
employ such persons as may be necessary in order to properly carry out the 
provisions of this Article, and all expenses incurred by him in the adminis- 
tration of this Article shall be paid by warrants drawn upon the Veterans’ 
Compensation Fund. 


The Adjutant General shall advise with and assist the State Auditor in 
the performance of the duties of the Auditor under this Article. 


Section 5. For the purpose of providing means for the payment of com- 
pensation hereunder and for paying the expenses of administration, the State 
Board of Examiners of the State of Montana is hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to issue, from time to time as may be required for the purpose 
of this Article, bonds of, and in the name of, the State of Montana, to and in 
the amount of the sum of Four Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars, ($4, 
500,000.00) in excess of the constitutional limitation of indebtedness of the 
State of Montana, and over and above any bonded indebtedness of said state 
heretofore created or incurred for which said state is now obligated. The 
bonds provided for in this Article shall be issued in denomination of One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) each, and shall bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding five and one-half per cent (514%) per annum, payable semi-annually 
on the first days of January and July of each year at the office of the State 
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Treasurer of the State of Montana or at some bank in a city outside 
of the State of Montana designated by the State Treasurer; such 
bonds shall be dated on the first day of January or the first day of July and 
shall become due and payable twenty (20) years from their date and be re- 
deemable at the option of the State Board of Examiners at any time after 
ten (10) years from their date at any interest paying) period. The bonds 
herein referred to shall be in such form as may be prescribed by the Attorney 
General and approved by the State Board of Examiners ,and shall be sioned 
by the members of said board and issued under the great seal of the State 
of Montana, and shall be registered in the office of the State Treasurer. 
Said bonds shall have interest coupons attached thereto covering the interest 
due semi-annually, which coupons. shall be executed with facsimile 
signatures of all of the members of the State Board of Examiners, and the sign- 
fng of said coupons with said facsimile signature shall be recognized as suf- 
ficient execution of said coupons on behalf of the State of Montana. 


The bonds provided for in this Article shall be disposed of by the State 
Board of Examiners in such manner as they shall deem for the best interests 
of the State in carrying out the provisions of this Article; provided, that no 
bond shall be disposed of for less than its par value. 


Bonds issued under the provisions of this Article shall be a legal invest- 
ment for any of the funds of the State. 


Section 6. The money arising from the sale of each issue of bonds shall 
be deposited in the State Treasury to the credit of a special fund to be known 
as the “Veterans’ Compensation Fund” which shall be used for the payment 
of the compensation provided in this Article paying the expenses of adminis- 
tration thereof. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Article 
there is hereby appropriated from the Veterans’ Compensation Fund the sum 
of Four Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($4,500,000.00) or so much 
thereof as may be necessary. 


Section 7. All payments or allowances made under this Article shall be 
exempt from all taxation and from levy and sale on execution. 


Section 8. That there shall be levied annually a tax not exceeding one 
mill on the dollar on all property in the State of Montana, subject to taxa- 
tion, which said tax when collected by the County Treasurers of the counties 
of the State of Montana shall be by them accounted for and paid into the 
State Treasury of the State of Montana and to be by the State Treasurer 
placed in and credited to a fund to be known as the “Veterans’ Compensation 
Bond Retirement Fund” and which fund shall be used exclusively for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest accruing on said bonds. 


Section 9. No charge made by any agent, notary public or attorney for 
a service in connection with obtaining the allowance as provided for by this 
Article shall be recognized by the state and any person who for a considera- 
tion discounts or attempts to discount, or for a consideration advances money 
upon any certificate or certificates issued pursuant to the terms of this Article 
shall be guilty of a gross misdemeanor. 


Section 10. Any person, who with intent to defraud, subscribes to any 
false oath or makes any false representation, either in the execution of the 
certificates provided for in this Article or who with intent to defraud, presents 
to the State Auditor, or to any other officer of the state, any certificate for 
the purpose of obtaining funds provided for by this Article which do not in 
fact belong to such person, or makes any false representation in connection 
with obtaining any funds under the terms of this Article, shall be guilty of a 
_ felony. 

Section 1]. The Legislature may provide additional means for raising 
moneys for the payment of the interest and principal of said bonds and this 
Article shall not be deemed to provide and exclusive method for such pay- 
ment.

viding for the levy of a tax.

We, your committee appointed pursuant to the provisions of the House Joint 


Resolution No. 1, introduced by Ridle, being “A Resolution Requesting an In- 
vestigation of Affairs of the Toole County ‘Trrigation Project, ” respectfully beg 
leave to report as follows: 


AUTHORITY 


This investigation was initiated and prosecuted pursuant to the provisions 
of House Joint Resolution No. 1 introduced by Ridle, and which was signed by 
Governor Joseph i —_—day of February, 1923. Said Resolu- 
tion is in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 





“Whereas, Great sections of the State of Montana are arid, and require 
irrigation in order to be economically productive; and 


“Whereas, The State of Montana has, by various enactments now spread 
upon its statutes, to-wit: Chapter 146, Laws 1909, Chapter 13, Session Laws 
Extra-Ordinary Session of the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly, 1919, Chapter 
153, Laws 1921, and Chapter 236, Laws 1921, made attempt to encourage the 
formation of irrigation districts and the reclamation of arid lands within its bor- 
ders for the benefit and advantage of its people, and 


“Whereas, complaints have been made that in many instances the dis- 
tricts have been improvidently created and unwisely managed, the farmers 
and land owners within the borders of the same have been exploited and 
have suffered the imposition of excessive tax burdens to pay engineering costs, 
legal service and other preliminary expense without any permanent “benefit 
whatever, and this course of conduct has tended to discourage and has dis- 
‘couraged legitimate irigation districts within the State of Montana, and has 
impaired faith and credit in such securities from Montana and discouraged the 
investing public and bond dealers in the acquisition of legitimate securities, 

“Whereas, it is alleged that one of the most noteworthy examples of ex- 
ploitation and unfavorable advertisement exists in Toole County, Montana, 
where it is proposed to irrigate a district of approximately 200,000 acres at 
a cost of $10,000,000.00 and expense of more than $400.00 per day for a period 
of 15 months, have been imposed on land owners within the district ,and 
$175,000.00 has been paid for engineering services alone ,without any con- 
struction work whatever, and

“Whereas, the land owners of said district were induced to sign the 
petition creating the said district on the representation that the feasibility 
of the project should be determined at an expense not to exceed ten cents 
per acre, and no further assessments were to be levied against said land until 
water was available; the property owners have already been assessed, by 
special taxation, the sum of eighty cents per acre, and 


“Whereas, a great number of land owners and settlers within said dis- 
trict are of the opinion that if the project is continued it will result in finan- 
ancial ruin for many land owners in the district as well as dispossessing 
many land owners under the project, and confiscate and turn over this vast 
territory to promoters, bond holders and speculators ,and

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“Whereas, it is alleged that the officials are charging excessive amounts 

for their services and have approved claims for expenses running as high as 

$2,000.00 for a period of three months for one individual, and have author- 
ized the payment of excessive legal and engineering fees, and 


“Whereas, many land owners have already been forced .to leave their 
lands because of inability to meet the assessments, and 

“Whereas, this vast sum of money has been expended with no assurance 
that water will be available for irrigation at any time, and 

“Whereas, piteous appeals and petitions have been received by the Gov- 
ernor, the Public Service Commission and Board of Examiners, and the De- 
partment of Agriculture, praying for relief, and ; 

“Whereas, no state department has specific authority to adequately act 
under existing conditions, ] 

Now Therefore, Be It Resolved by the House of Reppresentatives of the 
Eighteenth Legislative Assembly, the Senate Concuurring, that a joint com- 
mittee be appointed consisting off three members of the Senate and three mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives and that the aforesaid committee com- 
mence and prosecute to completion as thorough and comprehensive inquiry into 
all the engineering and legal features of the Toole County Irrigation District as 
time will permit, and into the water supply or supplies for the same, the ex- 
penditures thereof and the acts of any person or persons connected therewith, 
and to report the results of their investigations to the Members of the Eigh- 
teenth Lrgislative Assembly on or before February 12, 1923. 

Be It Further Resolved, that a copy of this resolution be delivered to the 
Governor, Attorney General, Public Service Commission and the State Engineer 
immediately upon the passage and approval of this Resolution.”

SCOPE OF INVESTIGATION 


Within the time intervening between the appointment of your committee 
and the close of the Legislative Assembly on March Ist, 1923, your committee 
has prosecuted this inquiry with as much diligence as possible and has given 
thereto its best effort, bearing in mind the pressing limitations of other leg- 
islative duties, in order to develop the facts and discover the truth concerning 
the 1nultiplicity of charges made against the district and its promoters, and 
the multiplicity of charges made by those who favor the district against 
protesting and remonstrating land owners therein and others. 


ORGANIZATION 


The Toole County Irrigation District was organized, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Ch. 146, Laws 1909, and Acts amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto, by an order of the District Court of said county, entered on Septem- 
ber 4th. 1919, after findings made in accordance with the provisions of that 
law. The first commissioners appointed were the County Agent, C. A. Michaels, 
James A. Johnson and C. H. Sands, all of whom were elected in 1920. Some 
time thereafter the county agent resigned and in 1921 one Parker, who had 
been appointed in his stead, together with Johnson and Sands were re-elected 
for one, two or three years respectively. In 1922 Parker was re-elected for 


three years. 
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Soon after the organization of the district the commissioners entered 
into a contract with the Gerharz-Jaqueth Engineering Company to do all of 
the engineering work to and including final completion of the system. For 
this work, this company was to receive, according to said contract, 1014% of 
the cost of construction. Up to this time a topographic survey of about 
300,000 acres, has been made and a classification of land prepared together 
with surveys for reservoir sites and canal lines. Additionally, considerable ~ 
time has been consumed by this company in preparing maps, plans and speci- 
fications, and figuring costs. The engineering) work to date has extended over 
a period of nearly, three years. 


The decree organizing the district provided for the inclusion in the boun- 
daries fixed by that decree, of 282,191.63 acres and the land owners involved 
numbered 926. Up to the present time no construction work of any kind 
whatever, looking toward the permanent works of the district, has been com- 
- menced.

Of the 1014% fee, figured on the cost of construction, of the engineering 
company it appears that 214% has already been paid, or nearly one-quarter 
of the entire percentage figure on an. estimated cost of $8,200,000.00. Not a 
shovelfull of earth has been turned in the erection or construction of perman- 
ent works, despite the expenditure of the great sum of money above referred to. 


WATER RIGHTS 


A prior, valid and adequate water supply is, of course, absolutely in- 
dispensable to the success of this project. Indeed, the existence of such a 
right is a jurisdictional prerequisite to any order creating the district or to 


: iy spill

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any decree confirming or validating a proposed bond issue. Most of the con- 
' troversy concerning the economic feasibility and the financial advisability 
of the Toole County Irrigation District has resolved around the subject of water 
supply. From a statement filed with this committee by proponents of the 
district, there is quoted the following relative to water supply. 

“Henry Gerharz went on the stand at the court hearing for organization, 
and under oath declared that his study of the water supply disclosed that the 
average combined runoff of the three streams intended to be used, the Badger, 
Two Medicine and Cut Bank for the period from 1908 to and including 1918 
was 655,513 acre feet and that it was his opinion that after the priorities of 
the Indians had been subtracted there would be sufficient water to properly 
irrigate 200,000 acres. 

“Since the organization of the District a more complete and detailed study 
of the water supply has been made taking in the additional years of 1919 and 
1920—1919 being the lowest flow year on record. With these additions the 
average run-off was 571,059 acre feet. Since that time the President of the 
District, the Chief Attorney and the Chief Engineer made a trip to Washing- 
ton and after a conference lasting for ten days, the Secretary of the Inter- 
ior of the U. S. wrote the district a letter stating that the supply needed by 
the Blackfeet Indians would be 165,000 acre feet, leaving 406,000 acre feet 
available for the district; of this amount the district intends to use 310,000 
Acre feet per year, or in other words they expect that on the average 
100,000 acre feet per year will be wasted. 

“As soon as the district was organized water appropriations on behalf of 
the district were made on the three named streams. Later in order to antici- 
pate any groundless objections, that might be urged, consent of the Interior 
Department for the district officers to enter upon Reservation lands, to make 
appropriations was obtained. That the district made legal appropriation of 
the water, of all three of these streams, there can be no doubt, and that they are 
prior to all claims except those of the Indians to all the flood waters, admits 
of no doubt.” 

Giving this statement its full force, and treating it as a fact, it is obvious 
that, at the present time the Toole County Irrigation ‘District has only a paper 
water right, consisting of appropriations on behalf of the district on Badger, 
Two Medicine and Cut Bank Creeks. Whether these paper appropriations will 
ever ripen into beneficial and adequate water supplies for the district depends 
altogether on what arrangement the district is able to effect with the United 
States of America, through its Interior Deppartment, for the use of these 
_ streams, which have their origin and for the most part, run on the Blackfeet 
Indian Reservation. At the present time no arrangement whatever has been 
perfected between the district and the United States for the use of such 
water supply, if any, as may exist after the prior rights of the Blackfeet 
tribe are secured. {t now seems clear that no definite arrangements can be 
perfected. until the Congress of the United States, shall, either directly, or 
through the Secretary of the Interior, perfect an arrangement for the use of 
these streams. Efforts of the district to secure a definite understanding with 
the United States are now in the status evidenced by the following communi- 
cations, originals, or duly authenticated copies of which were furnished your 
committee. _

In re the attached telegram inquiring whether Toole 
County Irrigation Project, Montana, has been granted any 
water rieht or dam site on the Two Medicine, Cut Bank and 
Beaver Creeks. 
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“There have been no water rights or dam sites granted by the Depart- 
ment to the Toole County Irrigation District of Montana. 


“On February 26, 1921, Hon. John Barton Payne, then Secretary of the 
Interior, adressed a communication to James A. Johnson, President of said 
Irrigation District, advising the requirements for irrigation and other uses 
on the Blackfeet Reservation, in Montana would not exceed 165,000 acre-feet 
of water per annum. This communication set forth the maximum amount 
of water which it was believed would be required by the Indians for use on their 
Reservation. This District, as well as the Cut Bank Irrigation District of 
Cut Bank, Montana, has desired more specific information regarding the ex- 
act quantity of water needed for the Indians’ use. Several bills have been 
introduced from time to time in both Houses pertaining to the matter of hav- 
ing the Department determine the exact quantity of water needed for the 
Indians. Senate 4061 was reported on by the Department under date of Jan- 


uary 3, 1923, and a copy of the Secretary’s letter addressed to Hon. Selden P. - 


Spencer, Chairman of the Committee on Indian Affairs, United States Senate, 
is attached herewith. It is my understanding that this Bill has not yet been 
enacted into law. It will be noted that the Secretary of the Interior is auth- 
orized by the bill to enter into an agreement, jointly, or separately, with the 
Districts, for the purpose of determining the extent of the priority of the 
water rights of the Indians and that the cost of such determination to be 
incurred shall be furnished in advance by the Districts. I am also attaching 
our file ‘89064-1921-Blackfeet-341’ containing correspondence pertaining to this 
matter, for your perusal. I shall appreciate it if you will return same when 
it has served its purpose.

Further reference is made to your letter of November 24, 1922, inclosing 
for report copy of S. 4061, which proposes to authorize the Secretary of the 
Interior to enter into an agreement, jointly or separately, with the Toole 
County Trigation district. and the Cut Bank irigation district to fix the ex- 
tent of the prior water rights of Indians of ‘the Blackfeet Reservation, the 
cost of such determination to be borne by said districts. 


I find that in two or more instances the Secretary of the Interior has 
undertaken to make such determinations by virtue of the general authority 
vested in him with respect to Indian reservations, and in case of the act of 
March 1, 1907 (34 Stat., 1035), there is language which refers to apportion- 
ment under the laws of the State of Montana by the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs of waters in this reservation. See also, in this connection, case of 
Winters v. United States (207 U. S., 564). 


However, without specific and direct legislative authority, it might well 
be that a future Secretary of the Interior might not regard himself as bound 
by the conclusion of some one of his predecessors in such a matter, and such 
legislative authority as is proposed in 8. 4061 seems desirable, in the interest 
of the definite and permanent settlement of conflicting claims to the waters 
in question. I have therefore to recommend the enactment of the legislation.

The passage of Senate Bill No. 4061 above referred to, does not bring 


any assurance of a water supply. It simply authorizes the Secretary of the 
Interior to determine the extent of the prior rights of the Blackfeet tribe. 


——= 
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COST PER ACRE 


The determination of the per acre cost, in advance of actual construction 
is simply a human estimate which may or may not be realized by actual 
facts. This estimate places the cost of putting water on 200,000 acres at 
$10,000,000.00 or, roughly, $50.00 per acre, including interest on the bond 
issue during the construction period which is figured in at $50,000.00. 


LEGAL EXPENSES 


Jesse G. Henderson of Shelby and C. H. Foote of Kalispell are the at- 
torneys for the district. Their first offer to take care of all the legal work, 
of which there is a great quantity, was one percent of the cost of construction, 
the attorneys to pay their own expenses when away from their offices. This 
offer was accepted, but later the attorneys were asked to submit a flat price 
to cover all necessary legal work for a period of five years. Their price was 
$43,000.00. and expenses, and the district commissioners employed the attor- 
neys under contract on this basis. 


BOOKS AND ACCOUNTS 


Following a special examination of the district, made by A. J. Melver, 
Deputy State Examiner, April 14th, 1921, report whereof was made to the 
District Judge of the Nineteenth Judicial District and to the Commissioners 
of the district, the examiner appending the following comments and criticisms. 

“We find that the claims presented for expenses are in many cases not 
fully itemized. As these expenditures aggregate a considerable sum, due care 
should be taken to guard against unnecessary expense. Expense charged by 
the Attorneys for the District are especially lacking in itemization and should 
not be paid in such condition. The contract now in force provides that the 
Attorneys shall be paid a stipulated sum and their customary expense outside 
of office expense’ and ‘that the expenses and cash disbursements of the first 
parties shall be paid monthly on the first Thursday of each month to the 
first parties on presentation by them of duly verified itemized claims there- 
for against the District. No payments should be made unless said claims 
are presented according to the requirements of the contract and we find that 
the claims heretofore paid are not ‘duly verified itemized claims.’ 

‘We note the claims of Mr. James A. Johnson for expenses contain in 
some cases charges for ‘incidentals.’ No just charges against the District can 
be classed as ‘incidental’ and no charges for such an item should be paid. 
The mere fact that the claimant finds he has spent a certain amount of 
money on some special trip does not necessarily mean that such sum is a just 
charge against the District, and that same can be recovered by making “‘in- 
cidental’ charges. Only items that are just charges can be paid and such 
items must be enumerated. : 

“As a matter of good business and in justice to the property owners who 
are providing the funds for the development of the District, we believe vouch- 
ers or receipts should be required for all items of expense. ’ 


“The claims of the Secretary for reimbursing his Petty Cash fund should 
be fullly itemized. It is not sufficient to attach the receipts and make reference 
thereto, as same are for the purpose of verifying the charges listed. 


“Your attention is called to the following claims which are subject to the 
above criticism:

‘The minutes of the special meeting of the Commissioners held Nov. 8, 
1920, has not been signed by the President, and no minutes of the meetings 
held since Dec. 4, 1920, have been signed. 
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‘The Bonds of the Commissioners James A. Johnson, C. H. Sands and 
C. A. Michaels were found on file in the office of the Clerk of the District 
Court and duly approved by the District Judge. 

‘At this date no bonds have been issued by the District. 

‘The records of the district we find in excellent shape and the Secretary 
is to be complimented on the manner in which he has handled the details of 
this work. 


PUBLIC INTEREST AND PUBLICITY 


Those who attack the Toole County Irrigation District, brand the un- 
dertaking as a “wild cat” or promotion scheme, while those who defend the 
District, charge the attackers with bad faith. Possibly neither of these posi- 
tions can be sustained, in the extreme, but your committee deems it worthy 
of note that those who are most active in the defense of the District, are 
those who, to date, have benefited financially thereby, that is, the engineers, 
the attorneys and the District Commissioners. Taken as a whole, the land 
owners seem. more or less indifferent as to whether the District is carried on 
or whether it is dissolved. A minority at present, but ever increasing, seems 
determined to disolve the District, after payment of expense incurred to date, 
and that minority has already filed a petition with the Judge of the Nine- 
teenth Judicial District seeking such dissolution. 


Irrespective of the merits of the project, it is undeniably true that up 
to this time it has received most unfavorable advertising. During the time 
your committee was in session, it was literally deluged with letters and com- 
munications from land owners in the District praying for an investigation 
or for dissolution of the public corporation. These letters are, in substance, 
like the protests and petitions received by the Governor of Montana, the At- 
torney General, the Public Service Commission, the State Engfineer and var- 
ious puble officers in Toole County, and the gist of them all is that the 
lapse of more than three years time, without any substantial start being made 
on construction work, while all the time administrative expenses were ac- 
cumulating, tends to prove all the motive of the proponents of the District 
is promotion and exploitation rather than the economic welfare of the land 
owners therein. 


Whatever may be the merits of these claims, it is a fact that in Montana, 
irrigation projects and districts must be beyond any suspicion, if they are 
to succeed, and the necessity for rigorous economy and strict honesty in their 
establishment and conduct is emphasized when it is remembered that irriga- 
tion is today, as ever, the paramount need of Montana. . 


CONCLUSION 


From the whole record herein, we, your committee, conclude as follows: 

1. That the appropriations of water on Badger, Two Medicine, and Cut 
Bank Creeks on the Blackfeet Indian Reservation, for and on behalf of the 
district are at the present time merely paper appropriations whose validity 
and adequacy depends, altogether, on such supplies of water as the district 
may be able to obtain from the United States of America, after, and not 
until, the United States has first taken care of the prior rights of the 
Blackfeet Indian tribe. . 


2. That at the present time no arrangement whatever have been per- 
fected between the Toole County Irrigation District and the United States 
of America for securing to the district the water of said Creeks not utilized 
or utilizable, by the Blackfeet tribe. 

3. That, in the absence of the arrangement referred to in “2” above, the 
District Court, which created the Toole County IJrrigation District, was with- 
out. jurisdiction to create such District, or, if technical jurisdiction existed. 
because of the technical paper water rights, then in the interest of justice and 
of honest. irrigation development in Montana, the District Court should not 
have created such district, until it was first shown to it that the District had 
an adequate water right, or rights in fact and in law. 
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4. That more money has been expended for engineering services by the 
Gerharz-Jaqueth Company, and for legal services, up to this time than is 
justified or economical, in view of the situation obtaining with respect to the 
so-called water rights of the District, and that in consequence, land owners 
of the District have been subjected to unwise, improvident and, if any water 
supply is not in fact developed, utterly unnecessary expenditures. 


5. That a per acre cost of $50.00 per acre for irrigation districts on other- 
wise dry, or semi-irrigated land in Montana, very nearly approximates the 
line of economic nonfeasibility, and that a fair study of the magnitude of the 
undertaking in this district, and of expenditures already made, and of costs 
of districts of similar size, under like conditions indicates that the Toole 
County Irrigation District could not be constructed for a sum considerably in 
excess of $50.00 per acre, bearing in mind all costs of the district of every 
nature whatsoever. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


By reason of the brevity of time allowed your committee within which 
to make this investigation, and by reason of the importance of developing 
the whole truth in regard to the Toole County Irrigation District, both for 
the land owners involved, and for the good of irrigation development in Mon- 
tana, your committee respectfully recommends: 


1. That the Toole County Irrigation District be thoroughly investigated 
and inquired into, from a legal standpoint by the Attorney General of Mon- 
tana, and from an engineering standpoint by the State Engineer of Montana, 
and the engineers of the Publie Service Commission of Montana, and this 
Legislative Assembly, by the adoption of this report does hereby direct and 
instruct said officers to proceed to make such investigation forthwith and 
to report the resuts thereof, in writing, on or before July Ist, 1923, and file 
a copy of said written report with the Governor of Montana, with the District 
Judge of the Ninteenth Judicial District of the State of Montana, with the 
County Commissioners of Toole County, Montana, with the Commissioners of the 
Toole County Irrigation District, with the Department of the Interior of the 
United States, and with such members of the District as desire a copy of the 
same. 

2. That in any event, the members of said district be given free oppor- 
tunity to express their desires concerning said district by means of a dissolution 
proceeding to be heard by the Court of the Nineteenth Judicial District, subject 
tuo appeal to the Supreme Court of the State of Montana.

That to have made any exhaustive examination of the expenditures which 
would have gone deeper into them then the investigations of the Budget sub- 
committee of your Appropriations Committee, and to have visited the insti- 
tutions to complete the investigation, would have required two or three weeks of 
steady work, and would have nullified the work of the members in the legislat- 
ive work for which they were sent here.
